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PREFACE. 


This volume, the seventh issued under the direction of the 
Committee on Library, contains the Minutes of the Right Wor- 
shipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania F. and A. M., from 1840 
to 1848, both inclusive. 

The volumes previously published were designated “ Reprints 
of the Minutes, etc.,” which title has been changed, as above, 
because this is the first time that the Minutes of the Grand 
Lodge are printed in full. 

The years covered by Volume VII are those immediately 
following the anti-masonic excitement, which had its rise in the 
State of New York in 1826, and which reached its climax in 
our own State in 1836. 

The ostensible cause of this persecution, the character of its 
proceedings, the violence and madness of its advocates, and its 
final ending are too well known to need recital here. 

Having run its course, its dire effects disappeared as rapidly 
as the movement had gained strength, and the Fraternity of 
Free and Accepted Masons in Pennsylvania recovered its pros- 
perity. 

Lodges which had ceased work were reopened for labor, new 
Lodges were constituted, and the work as well as the finances 
of the subordinate Lodges and of the Grand Lodge again 
flourished, and the foundation of our present prosperity was 
successfully and permanently laid. 

The historical interest of this volume is greatly enhanced by 
the insertion of the portraits of four of the Grand Masters serv- 
ing during the years covered by this volume. 

The Masonic student will find much to interest and instruct 
him in the records of these years of reorganization, and he will 
be strengthened in his faith in the permanency of our Institu- 
tion and in his admiration of our forefathers by learning how 
well and how faithfully they stood by our ancient landmarks 
and traditions in spite of public and political clamor and 
threats of personal violence.

Not a night of Meeting for the last two years that we 
had one third of our number, owing to their being scared as to 
anti Masonry. What few that was left, say ten or twelve, had 
to take all on themselves and this number seen proper to sus- 
pend all the rest. Dear Brothers, the furniture, jewells, impli- 
ments is all going to waste and now I ask for your honourable 
institution to forgive what is left of us the arrearage that is 
back and start us in the new.

First, the former building having been used for a Lodge for 
40 Years, was so far decayed, and unfit for use as to render 
it necessary to erect a new one, in the year 1834. The cost 
of the new building amounted to about Fourteen Hundred 
dollars, which we have been endeavoring ever since to dis- 
charge in every honourable way, but still a very considerable 
amount thereof remains unpaid. The creditors having now 
waited a long time, we feel very Solicitous to liquidate their 
entire claim and therefore represent that by getting the dues 
subscribed for last year granted to these debts it would enable 
us to pay them off much sooner than we otherwise could do; 
the more so as we have all subscribed as liberally as we could 
with convenience to our Means and with an eye to our credit 
in payment of our dues to the G. Lodge, which we trust will 
not be charged with vanity in saying that we have as punctu- 
ally paid for a period of nearly 40 years, as any Lodge in the 
State. Having in common with our brethren elsewhere to 
withstand the ill natured and unjust opposition arising from 
the black hearted Malignity of Antimasonry. We are proud 
to say, we have Sustained the conflict nobly, and come off Vic- 
torious. 

2 d * Neither have we been deterred from making efforts to 
promote the good of the order by the hardness of the times, 
so called, which we are free to admit has not been unfelt by 
us, as most of our brethren indebted to the Lodge can scarcely 
find it convenient to pay off their dues at present, add to which 
the fact that we are not doing much business in Lodge at this 
time. 

3 d - We have been occupying our Lodge building for 3 or 
4 Years notwithstanding the coldness of the winter season with- 
out any plastering on the ceiling or walls. In conclusion we 
would respectfully add, that if the E. W. G. Lodge will grant 
us a donation of the last years dues we will endeavor to strain 
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another point and plaister our House, the doing of which will 
cost at least $140. 

For the above reasons, and many more that we might men- 
tion, we earnestly ask the donation before named, and if it 
should meet the approbation of your honourable body we pro- 
pose to start in a fresh and on even footing from the 27th of 
Dec r " 1839 and will endeavour to keep up even for the future. 

From the above imperfectly portrayed circumstances we have 
passed the beforementioned Resolution in Lodge as above stated.

In my Letter to you of the 17 th ult 0, in answer to yours 
of the 11 th I made some objections to reconstituting Lodge 
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N°* 163. Since the date of that Letter I find from enquirey 
that at Monroton there are nine Masons that formerly be- 
longed to Lodge No. 163 and nine others mostly made in No. 
108. This places the Matter in a different light from what 
I at first considered it, hut still there are difficulties yet to over- 
come, in the first place Monroton is hut Four Miles from the 
Borough of Towanda, where Lodge 108 is for the present estab- 
lished. If I recollect aright, no two Lodges can he established 
out of the City of Phil, within Eive Miles of each other at 
least not without the consent of the Lodge first established. 
If I am correct in this supposition masons at Monroton will 
have to obtain the consent of Lodge No. 108 before they can 
he reconstituted into a Lodge, Therefore the matter with me 
now rests upon this condition. If the Members or a majority 
of those that will more properly remain attached to Lodge No. 
108 consent to have a Lodge established at Monroton I should 
consider it my duty to acquiesce in the measure whatever doubts 
I may have about the present time to effect the object. 

Since we have commenced operations in Masonry in this 
borough of Towanda we have progressed and prospered far 
beyond our expectations, and the probability is that within one 
or two years the Warrant No. 108 will have to be returned to 
its original location, or about half way between Wysox and 
Orwell at a place called Fullersville. Should this take place 
(and there can be no doubt of it) The Borough of Towanda 
will be deprived of a Lodge, the very place of all others in the 
Country where there should be one — moreover they might for- 
ever be deprived of having a Lodge at that place, because the 
Lodge at Monroton will be only four miles from the borough 
and to set up a New Lodge there, will depend, in the first place 
upon the Lodge at Monroton if such one should now be granted. 
Therefore I respectfully suggest to the E. W. G. Lodge that 
should they consent to reconstitute Evergreen Lodge that they 
annex to the Grant conditions similar to the following, viz: 
But should it he necessary hereafter on a requisition from the 
Masonic Brethren in the Borough of Towanda that Evergreen 
Lodge shall he convened alternately in said Borough and at 
Monroton it shall be so done, or the present Grant Void and 
of none effect. 
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The E. W. Grand Lodge will pardon me if I take the Liberty 
to add a few words more respecting the conduct of the Expelled 
Masons formerly belonging to Lodge No. 70. Should the 
E. W. G. Lodge think proper to bring the recusant Masons to 
a just bearing and will pass a resolution requiring me to demand 
the Warrant, Jewels & record of the late Lodge N°* 70 and 
cause a copy of the same to be furnished me by the G. Secro- 
tary I will attend to the duty punctually. 

I could not with freedom reconstitute a Lodge at Athens under 
No. 70 without some apology for the insults the late masons in 
that place, have given to the E. W. G. Lodge, to say nothing 
about the disrespectful manner in which they have treated me.

The following report from the Committee of Grand Officers 
was received, read and adopted. * 

When on motion duly made and Seconded, the Grand Secre- 
tary was directed to send a printed Copy of the same. Com- 
mencing with the reasons for the decision to the Worshipful 
Master of the Subordinate Lodges, viz: 

To the E. W. Grand Lodge of Penns 8 " 

The Grand Officers, a Committee with power to act, to whom 
was refered the petition of certain Brethren of Lodge N 0m 3 
in relation to the Election for Officers in said Lodge on the 
20 th of December last, beg leave respectfully to Eeport, 

That with a view to get all the information in their power 
on so grave and important a subject as that contained in the 
petition of the complainants, the Committee procured the at- 
tendance of the W. M., Secretary and a number of the Brethren 
of Lodge No . 3, and after a careful and deliberate examination 
of all the facts of the case, came to the unanimous conclusion 
that the first complaint of the petitioners was fully proven, to 
wit: 

That many delinquent members voted at said Election in 
violation of the second article of the By Laws, which provides 
that no Brother shall be permitted to vote at an Election for 
Officers unless he has previously paid his dues. 

The Second charge, viz: 

That there were a larger number of votes polled than there 
were members present does not appear to the Committee to 
have been clearly proven, no list of the members present or 
of the members voting was taken by the Secretary, a practice 
too common in the Lodges, and which it would be well for them 
to avoid in future. The evidence was of a conflicting char- 
acter drawn from the recollections of the Brethren as to the 
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number present, before and after and at the time of the Elec- 
tion and as to that number there was a diversity of opinion. 

In view of the foregoing facts the committee came to the 
following decision, to wit: 

Resolved, 

That the Election for Officers in Lodge N 0, 3 be set aside, 
the same having been conducted contrary to the Constitution 
of the Grand Lodge and the By Laws of N 0, 3, the Members 
thereof are hereby directed to hold another Election for Officers 
at their next stated night of Meeting. 

Resolved, 

That Bro. George Thomson the Worshipful Master of 
said Lodge No. 3, be directed to call the Meeting of the said 
Lodge for the said purpose at the time above mentioned. 

The reasons for the above decision are obvious. The By 
Laws of a Lodge are Sacred and may not be set aside at will, 
on this occasion, they seem by common consent to have been 
disregarded. To Sanction the Election under such circum- 
stances, would be in effect to encourage the Lodge in the viola- 
tion of its own By Laws, a step which no good Mason could 
approve, and which the binding obligations of the order will 
not permit the Committee to adopt. 

It is the Special & bounden duty of the Worshipful Master 
of a Lodge to enforce the By Laws, yet how often does a false 
delicacy prevent him from so doing, when the question is one 
of a pecuniary nature, he should permit them on no account 
to be infringed. 

If a brother who is able neglects to comply with them, the 
fault is his own, and he should not complain. If a brother is 
unable to pay, the Lodge has the power to relieve him and on 
proper representation will remit. 

The Committee notice with regret the too prevailing neglect 
in the Lodges under this Jurisdiction to enforce (when there is 
ability in a Brother to liquidate his dues) the salutary provision 
in the By Laws, prerequisite to the exercise of the privilege 
of Suffrage, a requisition wisely intended by our masonic an- 
cestors to supply the fountain of Charity, and effectually pro- 
mote the noblest object of the Masonic family. 

So far as the Officers of the Grand Lodge have the power, 
to put a stop to this evil (a growing one) its exercise may be 
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looked upon as certain for in every case in which the matter 
is presented for their consideration the By Laws will be main- 
tained, and all practices contrary to their Spirit and Letter 
meet with no favour. Complaints by those who may feel 
themselves agrieved, should be made in reasonable time, and 
according to the rules of the order, otherwise the chance of 
redress will be considerably diminished. 

In every instance when the violation of the By Laws is 
permitted by the W. M. of a Lodge a protest should be promptly 
entered at the time, and notice given of an intention to apply 
to the Grand Lodge, and this application should be presented 
in form at the Quarterly Communication succeeding the occur- 
rance, a case then coming up will be fresh for Investigation 
and the facts of easy access. The action of the Grand Officers, 
so far as the same may be invoked by the Grand Lodge will be 
equally prompt and decisive. Their duty is a plain and a 
simple one, to preserve the Land Marks of the order and frown 
upon every attempt to violate or oppose them. They would 
be unworthy of the exalted posts they occupy, if, for the sake 
of convenience or any false notion of expediency, they coun- 
tenance in a single instance a departure from the Written Law, 
or the unwritten but Solemn obligations of every Master Mason. 

It appeared also, in the course of this examination, that some 
of the Lodges are in the habit at the meetings for Elections of 
Setting aside by vote the article in their By Laws requiring 
the payment of dues previous to voting, this course is as fully 
reprehensible as the other if not more so, and at war with the 
principles of our order. 

The practice also of admitting members by the Junior War- 
den, when the Lodge is called off to prepare for the Election, 
is improper because members are admitted contrary to the Con- 
stitution, which says no member can be admitted without the 
knowledge and consent of the W. M., and in many instances 
the members so admitted are permitted to vote without paying 
their dues, as the dues are collected previous to going into the 
Election. 

The Lodge so acting deliberately practice a wrong as must 
be apparant to every brother, a course so pernicious in its effects 
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and striking at the prosperity of the order, should be abandoned 
and never permitted to occur again.

W m - H. Adams, Esq*- May 31 st ' 1843. 

E. W. Grand Secretary, 

The undersigned Worshipful Master, Wardens and Offi- 
cers of Union Lodge, N 0, 108, held at Towanda, beg leave re- 
spectfully, to represent through you to the Grand Lodge 

That in the present condition of this Lodge, a remission of 
one half of its dues, or more if the Finances of the Grand 
Lodge will warrant it, would materially benefit this Lodge, 
and best subserve the cause and interests of Masonry and the 
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Grand Lodge, because we are without any room to meet in, 
except a small one incapable of holding half our number, which 
we occupy by the courtesy and at the discretion of the County 
Officers and from which we are temporarily ousted by Juries 
at every session of our Court. The payment of half our dues 
even, will take every dollar which we can make available, for 
our collections have been made in the uncertain currency of 
the past two Years, and much of this immediately loaned to 
members willing to take it at par on time or payable in Mechan- 
ical labour and trade. This was the best we could do with our 
funds, of which we can now avail ourselves, only in finishing 
& furnishing a Lodge Room which is the object of the remis- 
sion asked. 

The hardness of the times has peculiarly affected this region, 
where so much is due from the State works, for advances 
without any prospect of immediate or adequate payment. In 
consequence the work of the Lodge is unproductive of the 
means we could reasonably have anticipated to meet our dues, 
nor can we for a considerable period expect many applicants 
for membership. 

Our great object will be Secured by the application of half 
our dues to procuring a suitable Lodge Room (for which a 
worthy Bro. offers the upper story of a Store House) i. e. the 
Union & Harmony and integrity of the Lodge. Our brethren 
of Monroeton four miles below Towanda have applied for the 
revival of Evergreen Lodge IT 0, 163, formerly held in Towanda. 
In that event, the brethren of Wysox and Orwell have given 
notice of a design to reclaim the Warrant of H 0, 108 belonging 
to these places one four miles, the other ten eastward. Towanda 
then, the residence of a majority of the members, and to which, 
as county town all the members in the County naturally centre, 
would be without a Lodge. 

Erom such a state of things the prostration of the fraternity 
here at least as to the usefulness we deem inevitable. But we 
have the assurance of all interested, that upon the construction 
of a suitable Lodge room all will acquisce in the continuance 
of 108 as the only Lodge which in that event, is deemed Suffi- 
cient for the interest as yet of the order in this Country. 

Another object very dear to masons here will result. It is 
designed to fit up a room to answer at once the purpose of this 
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Lodge and of a chapter. We have E. A. Masons enough for 
this purpose and the large number among us wishing to advance 
in the Chapter, for which we shall apply as soon as we obtain 
a room, gives promise of a considerable increase of our funds, 
(warranting the assurance we give of a punctual payment of 
dues hereafter) as well as the promotion of the general interests 
of Masonry and the increase, we suppose, of the Grand Lodge 
revenues, from this quarter. 

Sir, the hope that the E. W. Grand Lodge will duly consider 
our Situation and wants and think proper to grant us this in- 
dulgence we are as ever K. W. Sir & Bro.

Grand Lodge or some other safe and productive securities. 
The present market price of the Stock is believed to be its full 
intrinsic value, and it has yielded no dividend since 1841. 

The trustees would further report that agreeably to the reso- 
lutions of the Grand Lodge of the 24 th March, A. L. 5840, the 
Certificates of Stock, &c., held by them were deposited in an 
Iron Safe. That on opening it some weeks since they found 
the certificates and papers almost totally Destroy’d by damp- 
ness and mould. The Trustees had them removed and dried 
Iwith great care and as little injury as possible. The certificates 
are some of them now in the hands of the Grand Secretary, and 
some of them in the hands of one of the Trustees. It is believed 
that the Iron Safe will be perfectly secure in the room occupied 
by the Grand Secretary and Sufficiently dry in that place to 
prevent further injury to the certificates and papers belonging 
to the Trust 

The trustees would therefore respectfully offer the follow- 
ing resolutions, to wit: 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Grand Bequest be, and 
they are hereby authorized if & when they deem it expedient 
so to do, to sell the Bank Stock belonging to the said Trust, 
and invest the proceeds thereof, when and as sold, from time to 
time in the Masonic Loans, or Mortgages on the property of the 
Grand Lodges or in some other safe and productive Securities. 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Girard bequest be, and 
they are hereby authorized to keep the Iron Safe containing

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the certificates and papers belonging to the Girard Bequest, in 
the room occupied by the Grand Secretary in the Hall in South 
Third Street.

The undersigned promptly replied that he had 
entered into no improper arrangement with the above Gentle- 
men. The only understanding that the undersigned had with 
Mess ra - Bratton & Patterson was to protect his interests from 
being sacrifised by a combination on the part of the executive 
and his friends, to prevent the undersigned from being elected 
State printer, this the undersigned believes to be one of the 
principal. Charges alleged against him upon the deposition of 
said Horton, and is used as a Justification on the part of the 
Lodge for expulsion.

Twenty Lodges being represented the E. W. Grand Lodge 
opened in ample form at half past seven o’clock. 

The Minutes of the last Quarterly Communication (June 
6 th ) were read and adopted. 

A petition was read from a number of Ancient York Masons, 
praying for a Warrant, to hold a Lodge in Honesdale, Wayne 
County, Penns a * to be called Honesdale Lodge, and named 
Brother John J. Allen as the first Worshipful Master; Daniel 
O. Skinner, Senior Warden, & Eichard Lancaster, Junior 
Warden of the same. Which petition being duly recommended 
agreeably to the regulations of this Grand Lodge it was on 
Motion made and Seconded, Eesolved, 

That the petition be referred to the E. W. Grand Master and 
Grand Secretary with power to act. 

The following Letter from District Deputy Grand Master 
Brother Joseph Kingsberry was read, viz:

Dear Sir & Bro., 

I have to inform the E. W. G. L. of some of the oppera- 
tions in Lodge H 0, 108, which they might consider erroneous 
although done through ignorance of some late rules of the Grand 
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Lodge. This Lodge has been in the practice of Passing proper 
candidates to the degree of Mark M. masons, claiming so to do 
from the authority given in their warrant from the Grand Lodge. 

Since my appointment as a D. D. Grand Master I never have 
been furnished with the Ahiman Rezon, and must confess that 
I did not understand some of the Rules and regulations of the 
R. W. G. L. and consequently my duty. Lodge N 0, 108 were 
never furnished with the Ahiman Rezon pulished in 1825. 
The W. M. of this Lodge has lately purchased this book for his 
own use. Bro. Ira H. Stevens is also the owner of it, recently 
purchased, and I have it now in my possession and from an 
examination of its contents, I have discovered the Errors we 
have committed by giving the degree of a M. M. Mason. 

But before making the enquiry about correcting these mis- 
takes, I would respectfully ask leave to call the attention of 
the R. W. G. L. to a seeming contradiction between the war- 
rants granted to Subordinate Lodges, and the giving up by the 
G. Lodge, what was clearly and absolutely their right — the 
J urisdiction of Masonry at least to the H. R. A. degree & that 
inclusive. The warrant to Subordinate Lodges authorise such 
Lodges to admit and make freemasons according to the most 
ancient and honourable custom of the Royal craft in all ages 
and nations throughout the known world, and not otherwise. 

If I have not been wrongly instructed in the history of 
Masonry : the ancient and honourable custom of the Craft would 
allow all regularly constituted Lodges to give all the primary 
degrees in Masonry — of course including the H. R. A. degree. 
But it appears by the late edition of the Ahiman Rezon, that 
subsequently to giving this authority to the subordinate lodges 
the R. W. Grand Lodge have given it away, ostensibly, at least 
a second time . But whether they could do so, virtually and 
really , may be questioned by some of the Subordinate Lodges, 
who had the prior gift , and never forfeited the Conditions upon 
which the gift was founded. For myself I must frankly say, 
that I doubt whether such a course could be justly taken by the 
Grand Lodge, without it being admitted by all masons that 
every Grand Lodge is a Masonic despotism. As one of this 
order I must be allowed to say, that I am too much of a repub- 
lican to admit this and continue a member in the order of 
Freemasonry. 
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I am well aware that the primary rules and regulations of 
freemasonry were established by a Monarch, but he was a wise 
one and I presume instituted nothing but was necessary for 
the State of Society at the time they were founded, under a 
republican government and in the present State of Society the 
government of Freemasonry, in my humble opinion, to be pros- 
perous, should conform as near as possible, and not infringe on 
the tests and land marks of the order, to the government in 
which the members reside as legal Citizens. Therefore, not 
only as I understand the nature of the ancient government of 
the Craft, conforming in principle measurably, with the gov- 
ernment, under or within which the order is located, but from 
the rights inherently belonging to all men. I am constrained 
to believe , that certain rights, or powers given from a Superior 
to an inferior body of men, cannot rightfully be reclaimed 
without a forfeiture of some of the conditions in the gift, or 
by the consent of the lesser party, to abandon the right thus 
given, I have denominated the authority in the Warrant to a 
Subordinate Lodge a gift. It is not strictly such however, for 
it is a fact that this authority wias in part at least, paid for. 
This will strengthen my position on acct. of the wrong that 
might be done, in curtailing, the powers given in the original 
grants to the Subordinate Lodges without their consent. 

But notwithstanding the remarks before made, I must be per- 
mitted to say that I am fully convinced of the propriety of de- 
viding the government of freemasonry between a G. Lodge 
proper and a Grand Chapter instituted for the purpose by the 
consent of the G. Lodge. I am clearly of the opinion that such 
a division of power, would greatly promote the prosperity of 
the craft — My anxiety only is, to have it consumated in a way 
so as not to disturb the harmony that ought to subsist between 
the B. W. G. L. and the Subordinate lodges. 

And when done, that measure be taken to have it properly 
understood, which has not been the case (in this quarter at 
least) with respect to what has been done on the subject — The 
E. W. G. L. will therefore permit me respectfully, to suggest 
a plan by which all matters in relation to this particular sub- 
ject in the government of freemasonry — may be clearly defined, 
and so definite as to be clearly understood — The plan is this 
let the Grand Lodge pass a resolution stating in a preamble the 
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reasons for so doing directing new warrants to be made out for 
all the Lodges in operation under its Jurisdiction, confining 
the authority of the Subordinate lodges to such degrees as the 
G. L. have jurisdiction over. When these new warrants are 
made out, cause them to be forwarded to the subordinate lodges, 
preserving their rank from the date of the old Warrant, at the 
same time requesting all the Subordinate Lodges to return to 
the G. L. their old Warrants. I do not believe there is a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge in the State that would hesitate, a moment to 
comply with such a rule. I am strengthened in this belief not 
only from my experience in the work of such Subordinate 
Lodges as I have visited in my long acquaintance with Masonry 
— having found that Such Lodges had enough to do at their 
regular communications, within the bounds of reasonable hours, 
to confer the degrees now belonging to the G. L. to grant war- 
rants to confer — but from a belief that all (or at least a great 
majority) of Masons are desirous "of promoting the good of the 
craft, and that they will have confidence in the R. W. G. L. 
That they would not adopt a measure of this kind unless they 
were convinced it would have a tendency to promote the good 
of masonry. 

These views and considerations I humbly submit to the R. 
W. G. L., not in a spirit of presumption and arrogance, but 
solely from a high sense of duty, and a Strong love for free- 
masonry, were an apology necessary for the liberty I have taken, 
I could offer none, but my rank in the order, my age, and long 
standing as a mason, having been such for Forty nine Years 
within about a month. 

I must now beg leave to return to the extra work in Lodge 
No. 108 and enquire how it is to be reconciled with the authority 
committed to the Grand Chapter. If a plan such or similar to 
the one I have suggested be adopted it is possible the G. C. may 
sanction this work and legalize the proceedings in referance to 
those who have already Passed to the degree of M. M. Masons 
— having their names forwarded for recording in the records 
of the Grand Chapter the Members of Lodge No. 108 altho 
ignorant that the R. W. Grand Lodge had transferred any of 
their legal authority to another body of Freemasons, will enter- 
tain no fears about the legality of their proceedings in con- 
fering the Mark Masters degree, as their authority for so doing 
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was granted anterior to the Establishment of the Grand Chapter 
— they will nevertheless cheerfully conform to any proper rules 
& regulations of the E. W. G. L. and the Grand Chapter, when 
such rules and regulations to be so arranged as to do away the 
apparent confliction which now subsists between the two govern- 
ments.

To the Right Worshipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 

The Officers of the Grand Lodge to whom was referred the 
Memorial and appeal of Brother J. M. G. Lescure of Persever- 
ance Lodge, No. 21, at Harrisburg, respectfully Report, 

That the said Brother protests against the action of Lodge 
N 0, 21, in the premises and claims the interferance of the 
Grand Lodge on two grounds. 

First, that he was not guilty of Such conduct as made him 
liable to the Masonic action of the Lodge. 

And Second, That he had no Summons which he was bound 
Masonically to notice, and his Expulsion was therefore unjusti- 
fiable and contrary to Masonic usage. 

Thus appealed to by the Complaining brother and called upon 
to settle a question as to Form, the decision upon the Second 
point being in his favour all enquiry into the merits of the case 
is rendered unnecessary, and the Committee refrain from ex- 
amining the same, or expressing any opinion thereon. 

By the records of the Lodge it appears that charges of un- 
masonic conduct were made against the brother at a stated meet- 
ing held on the 13 th of April, 1843, and a committee appointed 
by resolution to investigate the facts after giving him notice, 
take testimony and make report of their proceedings and the 
testimony taken to a special Meeting to be held that night two 
weeks. At the special meeting which was held on the 25 th of 
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April, 1843, the Committee reported that they had notified 
Brother Lescure under date of the 15 th to attend before them on 
the Saturday evening following, the 22 nd of April, at the Lodge 
Boom at 7 Oc, P. M. as at that time they would proceed under 
their appointment to enquire into the truth of the charges pre- 
ferred against him, which notice was sent to Bro. Lescure by 
the Tyler, and served upon him the day of its date. This com- 
mittee further reported, that Bro. Lescure did not attend at the 
time and place as notified, and that they proceeded to take testi- 
mony, which testimony accompanied their report, at this meet- 
ing the further consideration of the report was on motion of a 
brother, fixed for the next stated meeting the evening of the 
15 th of May, and the Secretary directed to give brother Lescure 
Special Notice that he would then be herd in explanation and 
in defence of said charges. 

The notice given by the Secretary is as follows : 

Perseverance Lodge, No. 21, 
Harrisburg, May 10 th ' 1843. 

Bro. J. M. G. Lescure, 

You are requested to meet the brethren of Perseverance 
Lodge, No. 21, at their Hall No. 88 North 2 nd Street, this 
Evening at 7 Oc., P. M. — Charges are preferred against you 
for unmasonic conduct in having represented to brother Masons 
upon your Masonic obligations and as a Mason things to be 
true, which at the time knew were not true, and afterwards 
acknowledged were not so, of which the Committee appointed 
in the ease have made report thereof to the Lodge. 

You are therefore summoned to attend to answer said charges 
in the matter whereof you are concerned.

At the stated meeting in May this Matter was called up, 
when the Secretary reported that he had given notice as above 
set forth to Bro. Lescure. That brother was not present, but 
sent in his resignation which the W. M. very properly declined 
receiving in the then Stage of the enquiry when after reading 
the preamble, Kesolutions and charges, the report of the Com- 
mittee and Testimony taken brother Lescure was upon motion 
made and Seconded, Expelled for Hnmasonic conduct and con- 
tempteous Treatment of the Lodge. 
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The penalty of Expulsion from the Masonic body is the 
severest known to the practice of the order. The disgrace 
which ensues is widely spread and as lasting as time, when 
such consequences result from its infliction, nothing short of 
the cleanest proof of error and of guilt, and a stern sense of 
Justice should induce an appeal to its power. While a hope 
of reclaimation remains, an erring brother should have the 
door left open for his return, it should only he closed upon 
him when all admonition has failed and hope itself ceased to 
exist — and when closed, every brother should take care that 
it is done in a masonic Spirit and according to masonic form, 
in a masonic Spirit because personal prejudices and resent- 
ments should never be permitted to operate at the ballot box 
— in a Masonic form, so that right may be done according to 
the land Marks of the order and the banished brother feel that 
no part of its rules has been violated, that Justice swayed in 
all and crowned the whole. 

That brother Leseure received notice is not denied by him, 
but he objects that he did not receive Masonic notice and here 
the Committee agree with him, the objection may be looked 
upon as technical if such term can be known to Masonry. Still 
he is entitled to the benefit of it. Nor can the Committee deny 
it to him, for to yield here would be to introduce a precedent 
that might be hurtful hereafter. 

The Masonic Institution, Substantially one of charity, is 
strengthened by Forms, these constitute the chain which has 
kept it together in times past, and must continue to keep it 
in all time to come let but one link be broken and who can tell 
how far that chain may be unravelled. The duty of a brother 
to attend the Summons of his Lodge is not denied nor can a 
mason having a proper sense of such duty fail to obey it — 
What constitutes that Summons is another question and here 
the Co mm ittee wish to be explicit. 

The Master of a Lodge cannot, of his own motion Summon a 
brother. This must be done by the action of the Lodge itself 
upon a motion made Seconded & adopted. What is the evidence 
of such action ? A copy of the resolution under the Seal of the 
Lodge, signed by the Master and attested by the Secretary. 
This is the true Masonic evidence a Summons, so prepared and 
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duly Served would be a regular Summons. Here the Lodge 
had a seal but it was not attached nor does it appear from the 
notice served by the Sec y - and signed by him alone, that he 
referred to any resolution of the Lodge calling upon Brother 
Lescure to appear before it. Indeed from a careful examina- 
tion of their report, it does not appear that any such resolution 
in form was passed, and without it there could not have been 
any regular Masonic Summons served upon the brother. The 
Lodge in the opinion of the Committee on the report of its 
Committee of investigation, should have adopted a resolution, 
Summoning the brother to appear at a certain time before that 
Committee or the Lodge, caused a Copy of the same signed by 
the Master and attested by the Secretary under the Seal of the 
Lodge to be served upon the brother, and on proof of such ser- 
vice and the brother failing to appear, to have proceeded to his 
expulsion. 

All this may be looked upon as Form but it is form, having 
deliberation and Justice in view, it is intended to give oppor- 
tunity to the accused to explain, modify, defend or Justify as 
his case requires. As in a criminal proceeding the forms of 
Law are never overlooked, however gross may be the crimes of 
the offender so in Masonic action, the rules of the Craft should 
be scrupulously observed, deeply committed as a brother may 
have been in his violations of the duties of the order better far 
better in every case, that the offending party should escape 
than that fixed and settled principles should be made to yield, 
that he might be punished and disgraced. 

The Committee observe too, that while the original Charges 
against the brother were for Unmasonic conduct, the resolution 
for expelling him States, “That his contempteous treatment of 
the Lodge” Subsequently to the presentations of those charges, 
is one of the causes of his expulsion, of this the brother certainly 
had no notice, as will appear from a perusal of the Secy 8 * Com- 
munication. The Lodge therefore expelled him for an act 
which was not regularly made a charge against him by any 
brother and which he had no opportunity of explaining away, 
and in this particular were certainly wrong, admitting that 
they had observed every form in regard to the original accusa- 
tions and proceedings thereon. 
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The Committee therefore offer the following Resolutions. 

Resolved, That the proceedings of Lodge No. 21, of Harris- 
burg, so far as regards the Expulsion of Brother Lescure be and 
the same are hereby set aside and annulled, it appearing upon 
the face of the record of the said Lodge, and by production of 
the notice, to which exception has been taken by the said brother, 
that he was not summoned to appear, answer and defend the 
charges preferred against him, according to masonic usage and 
custom, and the Landmarks of the order. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be directed to furnish 
a copy of the report of the Committee and the resolutions 
attached thereto duly authenticated to Perseverance Lodge, No.

The Trustees still hold the property in Chester but it has 
yielded nothing since last report. 

In the year 1821, Dec r - 17, this charity committee was formed 
consisting of Five Members who were to be appointed on the 
Anniversary of S 4 * John the Evangelist. That on the 2 nd of 
March, 1840, the title of this committee was changed to that 
of Trustees of the Charity Fund, whose duty it was to receive 
such sums of money as might be paid into their hands for the 
purpose of Charity — 

It was also their duty to apply once a year to every Lodge 
and Chapter in this City and request donations and make ap- 
peals to the charitable dispositions of Individual Masons. It 
was also their duty to lay before the Grand Lodge at every 
Quarterly Communication the Treas 1, account of all monies 
received and disbursed, no relief was to be granted by the said 
committee but upon the petition of an ancient York Mason or 
the Mother, Sister, Widow or Children of an ancient York 
Mason, and recommended by at least two Members of some 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, also that a 
preference should always be given by the Committee to the 
petition of a member of some Lodge under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge & his relations as above described. 

Appeals were made by the Committee as directed and con- 
tributions received up to August 11 th ' 1829, amounting to 
about $1700, but no charity had been as yet distributed when 
by a wise determination of the Charity Committee Sanctioned 
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by the Officers of the Grand Lodge, no distribution could be 
made from this Fund until it had accumulated to the sum of 
Two Thousand Dollars which sum was not to be impaired but 
the Interest only to be distributed. 

To your committee it appears as if the original intention of 
the doners to this Fund had been lost sight — of for a number 
of Tears as the Fund will be on the 1 st of January next 
$3756.94 — and that the noblest object of our institution may 
in a measure be carried out, and the Subordinate Lodges par- 
tially relieved from the many calls made upon them for Charity 
many of whom are not able to give relief in consequence of 
their dues to the Grand Lodge, and yet many of them in their 
days of prosperity contributed liberally to this Fund.

The Grand Secretary Stated that he had received from Bro. 
Cornelius Stevenson, E. W. Grand Master, a Copy of the 
address delivered at the Grand Visitation in August last to 
Pulaski Lodge, No. 216, at Pottsville. 

When on motion duly made and Seconded, the address was 
read and is as follows, “to wit:” 

Brethren, accompanied by the Grand Officers of the E. W. 
Grand Lodge of Penns*-' I have this night paid you a visit. 

I am fully aware of the great importance of these visits and 
of the essential advantages that often result to the Subordinate 
Lodges thereby, and although the Grand Master may feel a 
strong desire, and the same feeling may prevade the bosom of 
each and all of the Grand Officers, to make periodical visits to 
the country Lodges, yet it cannot be expected from them, unless 
on very extraordinary occasions & indeed not even then, in 
consequence of the many difficulties that intervene. 
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I presume it is hardly necessary for me to state to you what 
these difficulties are, for most assuredly you must know, that 
the very limited resources of the Grand Lodge will not admit 
of the expenses being defrayed out of its Coffer, and the Situa- 
tion of the Country Lodges particularly at this time, being 
(with but very few exceptions) unable to discharge their just 
dues to the Grand Lodge, render it out of the question that 
they should be expected to defray them, and besides the very 
great inconvenience that would result to the Grand Officers in 
neglecting their usual avocations, and leaving their families 
all combine to prevent it. 

Brethren, permit me in this our visit to greet you with the 
salutations of brotherly affection, and to implore the Supreme 
Grand Master of the universe to bless and prosper you in all 
your labours, and to aid and encourage you in all your works 
of charity and love. 

It is to be regretted that the Country Lodges owing to the 
distance they are from the City are deprived from enjoying 
more frequent communication with the Grand Lodge and with 
the Subordinate Lodges that meet in the City of Philad a - with 
the G. Lodge especially, because they would thereby become 
better acquainted with the pecuniary condition and liabilities 
under which we are labouring, in consequence of the Grand 
Lodge having been obliged to take back the Hall in Chestnut 
Street, the advantageous Sale of which for the sum of One 
hundred and Ten Thousand five hundred & fifty Dollars, 
we had fondly hoped would have relieved us entirely from 
debt, and have placed us in such a situation that the most 
remote Lodge under our jurisdiction would have felt most 
sensibly its benign influence, and they would also by more 
frequent intercourse with us be enabled to see, aye and to feel 
too, the absolute necessity there is for the Subordinate Lodges 
being more prompt and punctual in the discharge of their dues 
to the Grand Lodge. Por I verily believe that the Stability, nay 
the very existance of our order depend in a great measure upon 
the proper maintenance of our integrity and keeping inviolate 
our plited faith — and how is it to be expected that the G. L. 
can meet punctually as she ought at all times to do, her engage- 
ments with her public creditors if the Subordinate Lodges the 
members of her own family prove recreant and faithless to 
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her. You will excuse me brethren for I feel it my duty to be 
thus plain with you allow me briefly to state to you our situa- 
tion. 

The permanent debt of the Grand Lodge at the present time 
is Seventy Seven thousand nine hundred Dollars and eighty two 
cents pressing like an incubus upon us, the interest on which 
is Four thousand six hundred and seventy four dollars, and 
the unavoidable current expenses, viz: Repairs, Taxes, Water 
rents, Gas Lights, Fuel, &c., averaging yearly two Thousand 
dollars, this added to the interest on the permanent Debt make 
the sum Six thousand six hundred and Seventy four Dollars 
which the Grand Lodge has annually to provide, and if we 
take into consideration the progressive increase of Taxes, the 
State Tax alone being this year fifty per cent higher than the 
last, we cannot I think estimate the annual expenses of the 
Grand Lodge at a less sum than Seven thousand Dollars, all 
of which if we except about Five hundred Dollars received 
from the Country Lodges is defrayed by the City Lodges alone, 
this is our situation at present, and gloomy enough it is. 

I candidly admit my brethren, that the picture I have been 
exhibiting to you has rather a sombre appearance, but it is 
nevertheless true, true to the life. But may we not hope for 
better things; me thinks I hear an affirmative response. The 
darkest hour precedes the day, and I think I can see already 
the eastern Horizon radiant with golden tints bright harbinger 
of an auspicious day. 

I have my brethren been exhibiting to you only the dark 
side of the picture, but there is an other side, and I thank God 
a brighter one, let me now present that to you. 

And first, The Grand Lodge owns all that spacious Building 
the Old Masonic Hall and large lot of Ground on which the 
same is erected situate on the north side of Chestnut Street 
between Delaware Seventh and Eighth Streets being one of the 
most eligible and valuable spots in the City of Philad a - and 
though at present producing but a small income, rather less 
than two Thousand Dollars per annum, yet I think the day is 
not far distant when we shall be able to dispose of it upon 
nearly if not quite as good terms as we did a few years ago. 

Secondly, we own all that commodious Building and lot of 
Ground Situate on the West side of Delaware Third Street, 
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between Walnut and Spruce Streets, at present occupied by 
the Grand and Subordinate City Lodges, the cost of which in- 
cluding alterations and repairs was $33,000. 

Thirdly, The Eequest of our late Brother Stephen Girard 
now amounting to $28,554. 

Fourthly, A Charity Fund arising from the voluntary con- 
tributions of several of the City Lodges & individual Members 
amounting to $35,000. 

And lastly a sinking Fund Amounting to $6400. 

Thus if we place the Chestnut property at the 

price we took it back say, $85,000 

The Third St. property at 25 per ct. less than cost, “22.500 

The Girard Bequest, “28.554 

“ “ Lodge Charity Fund, .... 3.500 

And the Sinking Fund, 6.400 

We have an aggregate of Beal & personal Estate, $145,954.00 
From which deduct our permanent debt of, . 77.900.00 

A clear Estate Beal & Personal of, . . . $ 68.054.00 

And in addition to this with great pleasure I can inform 
you that there is evidently an increasing interest manifested 
for our order, throughout the length and bredth of our land, 
many of our City Lodges are increasing both in nuinbers and 
respectability, and several of the Country Lodges that had en- 
tirely suspended and surrendered up their * warrants, have 
applied for permission to resume their labours, and in some 
parts of the Country petitions have been, or are about to be 
presented to the Grand Lodge for Warrants to constitute new 
Lodges all these things are truly encouraging and afford cause 
of congratulation. 

This my Brethren I trust I have shewn to you a side of the 
picture with brighter colours than the one previously exhibited 
and much more gratifying to behold. 

And again the dark Clouds of antimasonry which have for 
so long a time lowered over, and almost totally obscured, the 
Masonic Horizon and indeed at one time wore so awful and 
portentous an aspect as to threaten our total destruction is now 
happily passing away — those gloomy mists of ignorance and 
superstition are fast dispersing before the refulgent light of 
reason and truth — Truth is mighty and will prevail let us then 
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continue fearlessly and faithfully to pursue the even tenour 
of our way treading in that regular path in which our Fathers 
trod, turning neither to the right nor to the left, but marching 
steadily in our course with reason and truth for our guide, 
supported by Justice and with Faith, Hope and Charity as 
auxiliaries, we may confidently expect to come off conquerers 
and more than conquerers. 

Permit me Brethren to recommend to you the expediency 
of improving the leisure hours that so frequently occur in a 
Lodge Eoom for the Master or some other competent Brother 
to deliver occasionally Lectures on the Several degrees in 
Masonry thereby keeping alive the Masonic flame and enabling 
the Younger Members of the craft to glean much that would 
be of lasting benefit to them and by these means prevent the 
bright light of Masonry from ever becoming dim. 

Allow me brethren to suggest to you the necessity and great 
importance there is for the Officers and all who aspire to the 
chair to use their best endeavours to become expert workmen, 
in each and every degree, and at all times to keep steadfastly 
in view & adhere strictly to the ancient land marks of the order, 
and that all should conduct themselves in such a manner, when 
out of the Lodge, and in their intercourse and dealings with 
their fellow Man as not to bring disgrace and odium upon the 
Masonic Character and never, never brethren allow to be ad- 
mitted into the Masonic Temple an unworthy Member of 
society or one whose moral character is not entirely free from 
reproach. The cause, may I not be permitted to say, of nearly 
if not quite all the evils that has ever occurred to Masonry, 
been in a great measure owing to the very neglectful and loose 
manner in which the Masonic portal has been guarded. 

Remember my brethren that our Institution is no common 
one ; it is an institution founded upon the purest principles of 
the greatest of all lights, the first great light of Masonry, the 
Holy Bible, a light by which with the eye of Faith, we shall be 
enabled to see the Wisdom, Harniony and beauty of our order 
in its greatest perfection and the principles of which if prop- 
erly adhered to and carried out, would place us in that elevated 
Rank and station in society where we ought to be and of right 
belong. Then would it be considered a high privilege and a 
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great honour to be enrolled among the members; then would 
we realize the full fruition of those true pleasures which spring 
from an approving conscience and then would we receive and 
enjoy those blessings which earth can neither give nor take 
away. 

Let each one then in his proper Sphere, from the entered 
Apprentice up to the Past Master, strive to bring himself under 
the influence of those principles, and then and not till then 
may we expect to see inscribed in Characters of Gold over the 
Portals of our Beautiful Temple “ Holiness to the Lord” and 
receive the aid and protection of our Supreme Grand Master, 
and when it shall be his will and pleasure to call us off from 
labour in the Lodge below may we, one and all, enjoy a confi- 
dent hope that he will admit us to the ineffable degree of Most 
excellent Masters in the celestial Grand Lodge above there to 
receive from his hands pleasure which shall know no alloy and 
be lasting as eternity.

In presenting my annual report as the District Deputy 
Grand Master for Schuylkill County I cannot deny myself the 
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pleasure of adverting to the prosperous condition of No. 138, 
held at Orwigsburg==of the 14 Members initiated during the 
present year there is not one who does not reflect credit upon 
the order — of the three who have been entered, Past & raised 
by dispensation in the Same Lodge two have since become 
Members the third has removed to one of the Western States 
where I doubt not that the same Zeal for Masonry which he 
manifested whilst he remained with us, although he is far 
advanced in years will exert itself in promoting the interests 
of the Craft in the land which he has chosen as his residence 
=With regard to N°* 216, Pottsville, I regret to say altho* 
composed of honourable and intelligent men, there yet appears 
to be a want of energy in conducting the affairs of the Lodge 
which has much retarded its prosperity — This is mainly at- 
tributable to two causes the pecuniary embarressment under 
which they labour caused by the improvident investment of 
their funds in the Stock of the Town Hall which has proved a 
total loss the Hall having been sold under execution & the 
stock entirely sunk — The other cause to which I have alluded 
is the want of active and efficient Officers, the almost constant 
abscence of the Secretary from their meetings has been produo 
tive of great inconvenience by keeping the Minutes & records 
in a confused and irregular state. 

This last is I trust remedied for the Future by the Election 
of Officers whose Zeal and attention heretofore gives promise 
that the affairs of that Lodge will be conducted in a manner 
more conducive to its prosperity. 

With regard to the first mentioned I fear it cannot be so 
easily remedied No. 216 is deeply indebted to the Grand 
Lodge and Judging from the representations of some of its 
members, I cannot see in what manner the debt is to be paid 
and I would earnestly solicit for them from the E. W. G. 
Lodge all the indulgence which it may be consistant with their 
inclination to grant — at the same time it is necessary to keep 
constantly before them and to urge upon them (as I have fre- 
quently done) the necessity of their liquidating that debt. 

I hope, and believe the visitation of the E. W. Grand Lodge, 
on the 21 st of August last has had a beneficial effect — whilst 
the lukewarmness of some of the members has been silently 
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reproved, the Zeal of others has been aroused to a more active 
discharge of their duties.

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of the State of Pennsylvania and 

Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging. 

The Grand Officers to whom was referred the Communica- 
tion from Bro. John Dove, President of the Convention of 
Grand Lodges assembled at Baltimore in May last, forwarded 
under the authority of the Grand Lodge of Virginia. 

Respectfully Report, That they have carefully examined the 
Said Communication, and given the Subject to which it refers 
their most serious attention, and cannot but regret, that the 
action of the Grand Lodges in the Convention alluded to, should 
have resulted in the production of a work calculated to preju- 
dice the Order of Masonry. 

After several attempts to get up a convention of the Grand 
Lodges of the different States of the union one was held in 
Baltimore in the month of May last. Altho this Grand Lodge 
was appealed to, and asked to take part in that convention, she 
declined doing so, as it was not apparant to her that any good 
could spring from it — She carefully kept aloof, and so far has 
every reason to congratulate herself upon the Wisdom of her 
course. In the answer which she returned, posatively refusing 
to unite in any Such Convention she assumed the ground that 
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Masonry like the Laws of the Medes,& Persians, “Altereth not” 
and as it was Co-extensive with the nations of the earth, exist- 
ing beneath all climates, and more or less known to nearly every 
race, nothing short of a representation from each and all should 
attempt to revise the system — A Modification to suit one quarter 
of the world or a particular class of people would not answer 
for another, and from its being a primative and enduring bond 
of universal association, an attempt at change would resolve it 
into Chaos, and the Land Marks of the order be obliterated for 
ever. To the latter we are bound to cling by our love for the 
Institution and by every obligation of duty. Watching with 
Jealous eyes and opposing hands, every effort at innovation 
resolved that the “Ark of our covenant” shall float in its beauty, 
simplicity and truth, upon the stream of time into the ocean of 
Eternity. 

In this Convention fifteen Lodges were represented. They 
proceeded to investigate and canvas the several modes of work 
practised by themselves, and agreed upon a system by which 
the whole should be regulated, and with a view to its dissemi- 
nation resolved to publish in the name of the convention a 
Trestle Board or Hieroglyphic Monitor, which should represent 
the true work and be the means of dispersing as they thought, 
the spurious publications extant. This duty devolved upon 
Bro. Dove of Virginia, Bro. Moore of Massachusetts and Bro. 
Camagy of Missouri. They agreed upon the outlines and 
separated, but the work before being put to press, was to meet 
with Bro. Doves approbation. 

The book however found its way into the world, in violation 
of this understanding between the members of the Committee, 
and in the language of Bro. Dove “It is the most offensive, 
rediculous and objectionable book upon Masonry it had ever 
fallen to his lot to peruse, and in scarcely one feature to be 
recognized as having the most remote resemblance to the work 
of the Convention.” 

It is clear therefore, that the attempt by this body to estab- 
lish a uniform system of work has resulted in the production 
of a publication under its auspices calculated to do vast injury 
to the Masonic Fraternity and the evil effects of which no 
steps which that or any other Masonic body can now take will 
entirely avoid. The book may drive out of circulation other 
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works only to supply their places with one of a more objection- 
able character. 

So far as publications go they have been uniformly repro- 
bated by this Grand Lodge. The door once opened it would 
be difficult to foresee the closing of it — Besides, the interest 
of the Craft do not require them, and it would be well if an 
end could be put to this evil. The Ahiman Rezon is a suffi- 
cient text book and furnishes all that is desirous to be known 
out of the Lodge, as a standard it gives what is wanting with 
respect to the spirit and object of Masonry. As to the forms, 
these are for the Lodge alone, within its walls to be sacredly 
kept from the eyes & ears of the uninitiated, cherished by the 
memory and enshrined in the heart of every Brother. 

As this Grand Lodge was not represented in the Baltimore 
convention, she does not fall within the instructions given to 
Bro. Dove in the resolution authorizing him to address circu- 
lars, requesting the Grand Lodges there represented to unite 
with the Grand Lodge of Virginia, in suppressing the further 
circulation of the Tressel board, nor can the committee con- 
ceive why, except for the sake of abundant caution, Bro. Dove 
should send a circular to this Grand Lodge, they therefore do 
not perceive the necessity of any action in the premisses, and 
submit merely the following resolution, as expressive of the 
sense of the Grand Lodge of Penns a - on this interesting sub- 
ject. 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge has always taken a decided 
stand against all publications on the subject of Masonry — 
particularly as to its forms and ceremonies, and from the pro- 
ceedings of the M. W. Grand Lodge of Virginia, held on the 
11 th of December, 1843, she is more fully convinced of the 
propriety of her course in regard thereto.

The following are the rules spoken of in the report of the 
committee, viz: 

Article 1 st * 

Section 1 st * The Grand Lodge at their first Grand Quar- 
terly Communication after the annual report of the Trustees 
of the Girard Bequest has been received and adopted, shall 
appropriate the whole of the Interest which has accrued from 
the Investments of the preceding year to the purposes desig- 
nated by the testator. 

Section 2 nd * In no case shall the proceeds of the Year be 
anticipated but the appropriations be based on money in actual 
possession, nor shall any Funds once received be diverted from 
their legitimate object. 

Section 3 rd * The E. W. Grand Master shall quarterly draw 
his order on the Trustees of the G. Bequest countersigned by 
the Grand Secretary in favour of the G. Treasurer for such 
sum or sums as the Stewards of the Girard Charity Fund may 
require. 

Article 2 nd - 

The Committee to Distribute the Bequest shall be addressed 
& known as the “Stewards of the Stephen Girard Charity 
Fund” and shall consist of Twenty one members to be ap- 
pointed by the E. W. Grand Master, immediately after the 
adoption of these by Laws, and in future for each masonic year, 
at the same time the standing committees now are, but one Bro. 
(who must be a Past Master) to be taken from the same Lodge. 

Article 3 rd - 

Section 1 st - The Stewards shall meet on the first Monday 
ensuing their appointment, at 6 Oclock in the evening at the 
committee room of the hall, and a Majority of the whole mum- 
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ber constitute a quorum. They shall chose the president at 
their first meeting who shall serve for one year. 

Section 2 nd - Immediately after being thus organized they 
shall be devided by lot, into four classes of Five Members each. 
The first class to serve from the first Monday in January to 
the first Monday in April ; the Second class from the first Mon- 
day in April to the first Monday in July ; the Third class from 
the first Monday in July to the first Monday in October; the 
Fourth class from the first Monday in October to the first Mon- 
day in January. Each of the different classes to be known 
as a “Committee of Relief for the Stephen Girard Fund.” 

Section 3 rd ' The Stewards shall meet on the Second Mon- 
day of each Month, at the Hall, from March till September 
inclusive at 7 Oc. and at 6 Oc. on the other Months. 

Section 4 th * The Minutes of the preceeding meeting shall 
be read by the Secretary and if approved adopted. 

Section 5 th * The Committee of Relief for the time being 
shall report monthly to the Stewards, giving a detailed and 
faithful accounts of its transactions. 

Section 6 th - The Treasurer shall report at each monthly 
meeting the amount expended, and the funds in his possession. 

Section 7 th - Ho committee of relief can give to one indi- 
vidual more than thirty Dollars, without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the Stewards at their stated or special Meetings. 

Section 8 th * Ho part or portion of the funds placed at the 
disposal of the Stewards (or any committee from that body) 
shall be given for the relief of any applicant, unless they shall 
find him to be a poor and respectable brother. 

Section 9 th * The Committee of Stewards can exercise a 
discretion in their disbursements, and in place of Money be- 
stow such useful and necessary articles as the exigencies of 
the case may require. 

Section 10 th - In the abscence of the president the Stewards 
shall elect a President “pro tempori,” who shall perform all 
the duties pertaining to that office. 

Article 4 th * 

Section 1 st - Each committee of relief shall elect a Secre- 
tary, who shall keep fair and correct minutes of its proceedings 
in a book provided for that purpose, and at the expiration of 
his term of office hand over to his successor said record. 
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Section 2 nd * The committee of Stewards shall meet at least 
once a week at such time and place as may be severally agreed 
upon* 

Section 3 rd * All orders on the Treasurer must be signed 
by three of the committee of relief who are in active service 
at the time, except such orders as are directed to be drawn by 
the Stewards of the Stephen Girard Charity Fund, in which 
case the signature of the president and Secretary will be suf- 
ficient. 

Article 5 th - 

Section 1. The president of the Stewards shall act as 
chairman to the different committees, sign all orders on the 
Treasurer, and call all extra Meetings when requested in 
writing by three Members. He shall keep an order Book, 
and enter on the Margin thereof all orders drawn. 

Section 2 nd - The president shall report annually to the 
Grand Lodge a full and complete statement of the Transac- 
tion of the u Stewards.” 

Article 6 th - 

Section 1 st The Grand Treasurer to be Ex-Officio treas- 
urer of the Stewards of the Stephen Girard Charity Fund. 

Section 2 nd * The Treasurer shall keep accurate accounts 
of all monies paid to him for the use of the Stewards, pay such 
orders as may be drawn upon him, keep regular entries of his 
disbursements at all times, and have his Books & Voucher 
ready for examination. 

Article V th 

Section 1 st - The Grand Secretary shall be Ex-Officio Sec- 
retary to the Stewards of the Stephen Girard Charity Fund. 

Section 2 nd - The Secretary shall keep correct Minutes of 
the proceedings of the Stewards, issue notices for all meetings, 
record all by laws, rules and ordinances made by the Stewards 
and Sanctioned by the Grand Lodge, and perform such other 
duties as pertain to the Office. 

Article 8 th * 

In case any Steward shall fail to attend properly to his 
duties, the same shall be reported by the committee of Stew- 
ards for the time being, of which he shall be a member, to the 
president of the Stewards, whose duty it shall be to report the 
fact to the Lodge, to which the delinquent may belong, at its 
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next meeting and at the suggestion of Said Lodge the Grand 
Master will appoint another in his place.

removes the one from those duties whose discharge made his 
brightest fame and deprives the other of the beauty of his ex- 
ample and the advantage reflected from his connexion, and in 
an especial manner should this Grand Lodge, that claims respect 
for the purity of its creed and the saltary influence of its prac- 
tice, mourn the loss of one whose life illustrated that creed and 
whose active virtues made a part of that practice.

Jo 8 * R. Chandler rose and stated to the 
Grand Lodge that during his sojourn in Boston he had received 
extraordinary marks of attention from his Masonic Brethren 
there, who assigned him as a Member of this Grand Lodge an 
honourable place in the ceremonies attending the placing a 
Monument on Bunker Hill by King Solomons Lodge of Charles- 
town, Mass 8 * to the Memory of Grand Master Warren who fell 
on that hight in 1775. 

When on Motion of Deputy Grand Master Bro. James Page, 
it was 

Resolved, That P. G. M. Brother Chandler be requested 
to reduce his statement to writing and that the same be spread 
upon the Minutes, and the thanks of the Grand Lodge be tend- 
ered to King Solomons Lodge of Charlestown, Mass., and to 
the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Mass, for the courtesy 
shewn to the P. G. M. of this Grand Lodge on the occasion 
referred to. 

Agreeably to the resolution P. G. M. Bro. Jo 8, R. Chandler 
furnished the following, viz: 

Right Worshipful Grand Master. 

As this is a Special Communication of the Grand Lodge you 
will not probably desire to call the attention of the Brethren 
to the immediate object of the Meeting until those already 
announced as in the antichamber shall have received your per- 
mission to enter. I will with your permission occupy a moment 
of the spare time of this body by a reference to a Masonic 
Solemnity in which I have had the honour of participating 
in an other Jurisdiction since the last Communication of this 
Grand Lodge. 

King Solomons Lodge of Charlestown, Massachusetts, some- 
time after the death of Gen 1 * Warren on the 17 th of June, 1775, 
erected a Monument to that great Martyr of Liberty on, the spot 
where he met his death, the Summit of Bunker Hill. 

Gen 1 * Warren was the Grand Master of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Some Tears since a Society anxious to give some more im- 
posing evidence of public feeling obtained permission to remove 
the beautiful column which the Masons had erected to their 
Grand Master and place in its stead a lofty Monument — con- 
ceeding to King Solomons Lodge the right to place within its 
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enclosure a model of that which was to be displaced by the 
more imposing shaft. The Great Monument having been com- 
pleted King Solomons Lodge caused a model of their former 
Monument to be prepared and fixed on S*’ John the Baptists 
day 24 of June to instal it in its place, with appropriate cere- 
monies. 

Having accepted an invitation I presented myself in the re- 
galia of P. G. Master of the Masons of Penn., but not as the 
authorised representative of this Grand Lodge, and was respect- 
fully and fraternally received by King Solomons Lodge. In 
the splendid procession to Bunker Hill I was placed as an hon- 
oured guest of the Grand Lodge of Mass 8- and was distinguished 
by attendants and a Staff suited to my Station. 

In the Festival which followed the Solemnities of the day, 
Solemnities every way worthy our brethren of the East, I was 
honored by the M. W. G. Master, who presided over the feast 
by special notice and the Grand Lodge of Penns a * was remem- 
bered with the affection and Respect due to her worth and 
exalted standing. 

Aware R. W Sir that I owd my Masonic distinction to my 
relation to this R. W. body I received the honors conferred as 
due to my brethren here and intended for them and sought to 
make my unauthorised representation of Penns a - Masons ex- 
pressive of the affection in which they are held by me and of 
the fraternal regard in which they hold there brethren of the 
East. 

It is not my intention R. W. Sir to give a detailed account 
of the proceedings at Charlestown on St. Johns day, they will 
be supplied to us all hereafter, but it was my desire as it is 
my duty to make known to this Grand Lodge whatever concerns 
her honor abroad, in which I may have had part and to assure 
her of the brightness of that chain with which she is united 
to her Sister Institutions, assuring you R. W. Sir and the 
brethren generally that, while I did not feel formally authorised 
to present myself to K. Solomons Lodge and the Grand Lodge 
of Massachusetts as the representative of this dignified body, 
I nevertheless feel happy at being the means through which 
those and other masonic institutions express respect for the 
Grand Lodge of Penns a ” while it is no less my duty than my 
pleasure to lay on the altar of this Grand Lodge all the honor 
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and distinction which in the absence of other of her Members 
were on that occasion bestowed on me. 

The E. W. Grand Master rose and said as follows: 

Officers and Brethren, I have caused the Grand Lodge to be 
convened at this time in consequence of the death of Major 
General Andrew Jackson, Ex President of the United States, 
and Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
Tennessee. 

Our brother was a man who justly merited the highest office 
in the gift of a Free People, he was twice elected by them Presi- 
dent of the United States and received the noblest honors which 
it was in the power of the Free Masons in the state in which he 
resided to bestow, he devoted a long life to the' best interests of 
the Republic, and at the close of it exhibited a love for his 
country only surpassed by his love for his creater. 

He lived an honor to the Masonic Fraternity and being now 
dead, his name is added to the long list of great and good men, 
who during their lives were members of our order. Let full 
respect therefore be paid to his memory. 

Past Grand Master Bro. Bayse Newcomb then offered the 
following Resolutions which were on motion duly made and 
seconded, adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That the Members of this Grand Lodge received 
the inteligence of the death of their late brother Andrew Jack- 
son, late R. W. P. G. Master of the State of Tennessee, with 
unfeigned Sorrow. 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge Room be hung with black 
and the Jewels of the Grand Officers be put in Mourning until 
S L Johns day next and that the Members wear crape on their 
left arm for thirty days.

In the Tear 1839 by a Special Invitation he visited 
the Grand Lodge at its regular session in October and presided 
as Grand Master during the forenoon session which was the 
last time he ever visited any Lodge he always expressed a very 
exalted opinion of the Institution and I have heard him say 
that it always gave him great pleasure to Mingle with the 
Masonic Brethren.

22, to address through you the Grand Lodge of Penns 8, in 
relation to the Grand Lodge dues claimed from Lodge Ho. 22. 

During the Morgan excitement while Sister Lodges seemed 
unable to withstand the popular excitement and either sur- 
rendered or gave up their Charters Lodge Ho. 22, stood un- 
moved and unintimidated on her ancient foundation by the 
tempests around her. Her position was Sustained with great 
difficulty and no little Sacrifice by her Members of personal

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comfort. Many of her Members since that period have re- 
moved or withdrawn, and some have gone as we fondly hope 
to the Celestial Lodge above. Those that remain are desirous 
to keep np the institution, but if the Grand Lodge will insist 
on the payment of the back dues this Ancient Lodge, must 
cease to be numbered amongst the branches of the Grand Lodge. 

The funds of the institution, are exhausted by contributions 
to aid poor and distressed masons and their families in part 
and some has been lost by the Officers that had charge of them, 
or cannot now be collected. The present Members are unable 
and unwilling to pay the amount demanded by the Grand Lodge, 
but are unwilling to pay the dues for the last Year, and the 
Committee believe will be prompt in the payment of the dues 
hereafter.

We therefore respectfully ask your E. W. G. Lodge to grant 
this our first request and remit the whole amount due by this 
Lodge, confidently believing that if it be granted it will have 
the effect of raising this Lodge to what it Should be.

As the representative of Easton Lodge, N 0, 152, I, humbly 
and respectfully, ask the E*- W. Grand Lodge for a remission 
of all her dues up to S*- Johns day, Dec r - 2 7, 1844, having 
paid the amount due as per returns for 1845 to the Grand 
Treasurer. 

I know that this is asking much perhaps too much but I 
also know full well that it will be impossible for us to main- 
tain our existance as a Lodge in case this request is refused, 
whereas if granted I feel assured that we can go on harmoni- 
ously and prosperously with the few members left and hence- 
forth be able to make out our regular returns and payments 
of dues to the Grand Lodge. 

The failure in making our returns for the Years 1843 & 
1844 at the proper time must be attributed to the neglect of 
the Officers upon whom that duty devolved. 

In making this request upon the Grand Lodge we have no 
other excuse to offer than actual inability to pay, and we can 
only say forgive us, we will endeavour to do better hereafter.

Communications were received from The Grand Lodge of 
Missouri, New Jersey and District of Columbia which were 
referred to the Committee on correspondence. 

A Copy of Preamble & Eesolutions which were passed by 
Lodge N°* 3 at a stated meeting held June 17, 1845, in rela- 
tion to the Death of the Eeverend James Milnor, Past Grand 
Master of this Grand Lodge, were read and ordered to be filed. 

The E. W. Grand Master was then pleased to deliver the 
following Address 
Brethren, 

Called by your Suffrages to preside over the destinies of the 
Grand Lodge, for the Masonic Year commencing this day and 
having just taken the imposing and solemn obligations which 
was my pasport to this chair, I propose in a few brief remarks 
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to detail to you the views and principles by which I shall he 
governed in my administration of the affairs. 

Before doing so permit me to repeat the acknowledgement 
of my deep indebtedness to you for past and continued confi- 
dence, when by your voluntary action unaccompanied by any 
Solicitation of my own you raised me from the floor to the Sta- 
tion of your Senior Grand Warden. I felt that a distinction 
had been conferred upon me of which I might well be proud. 
‘As I remarked to you at the time of my Election as G. M., that 
was the beginning of which this is the end. A generous intro- 
duction to a noble conclusion — rendering the dignity I am now 
enjoying — the more delightful from the consciousness that no 
act of mine, originated the movement, but all has been the 
result of your own free selection and unbiassed judgement. 
The gratitude which springs from the heart, in answer to a 
tribute like this wants words to make itself known. It is deep. 
It must be lasting. It can never die but with the heart itself. 
Elevated and honored as the possession of this chair must make 
any one feel — that elevation and honor are undimmed by a 
single reflection that it has been obtained at the smallest sacri- 
fice of Masonic faith or Masonic purity. As it has been 
acquired, so shall it be my aim to retain it until the time for 
leaving it arrives. When that shall come I hope my Masonic 
career as your distinguished head, may meet with your entire 
approval and that I shall pass from the chair with no abate- 
ment of the confidence which on your part led to my exaltation. 
The duties of a G. M. are of a high peculiar and responsible 
kind. Besides exercising a general supervision over the order, 
he is called upon to look into matters vitally affecting the in- 
terests of the G. L. and more or less tending to the prosperity 
of the Subordinate Lodges. To preserve the supremacy of the 
one, with a due regard to the just rights of the other, is a task 
requiring care and firmness, combined with courtesy and for- 
bearance. While the paramount authority of the Grand Lodge 
should be seduously observed and always maintained, the exer- 
cise of her power should be seen and felt only in her parental 
sway. Her strength and glory, being the result of the increase 
and fruitfulness of her offspring. She should act in her juris- 
diction, as to foster and encourage, not dishearten and oppress 
the Subordinate Lodge, while these in their turn should never 
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forget the obedience that is due to the great head of the Craft, 
nor fail upon all occasions to render her full justice, to guard 
her rights from invasion, and keep her supremacy unimpaired 
as the only true and legitimate source of Masonic authority. 
Without obedience there can be neither law nor order, and there 
is no institution in the world, in which the gradations are so 
nicely preserved as in this, producing a finish which renders the 
architecture of its government harmonious & complete. From 
this power and under this government, do the Subordinate 
Lodges derive their existance and hold their sittings, & they are 
bound by the strongest ties, to cherish and preserve the source 
of Masonic Function. No act of theirs will, I am sure mar 
the just proportions of this Institution nor take from it our 
pillar by which it is sustained. They will be ready at all 
times to listen to suggestions which may be made for their 
benefit, and manifest a cheerful acquiescence in such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by this body. In its usefulness 
and dignity they hold a deep and abiding interest and will 
advance the one, while they sustain the other. In such efforts 
the Grand Officers will be most happy to co-operate and unite 
with them in any measure which may be necessary for our 
general welfare. 

. It is not necessary that I should enumerate the powers and 
duties of the Grand Master. They are specifically set forth 
in the Ahiman Eezon, and the mere reading of them will shew 
their importance & magnitude. But among the most promi- 
nent of the obligations imposed upon him, is that of preserving 
the dignity and character of the oriental chair. Adorned as 
this place has been by the wise and good who have gone before 
me many of whom are now sleeping in the dust, while their 
Memories are embalmed in your hearts, I feel impressed by 
the solemn recollections of the past to strive to the uttermost 
to preserve the beauty & glory of the East. In this Hall then, 
where we are now congregated, let our gatherings be marked 
with all the decorum necessary to give interest to our proceed- 
ings and stamp our actions with the seal of reflection and 
judgement. 

Not to me, but to the chair let your obedience be paid, and 
your reverence shewn, not to the man but the officer, the great 
head of the Masonic power in this Jurisdiction, with whom is 
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intrusted the Symbol of authority and to whom is here given 
the care of our noble and Mysterious Order, which was, is, and 
ever shall be. 

In the effort to sustain the position to which I have been 
advanced, every courtesy and forbearance shall be exhibited, 
brethren will be admonished if wrong, in the true Masonic 
Spirit, and that freedom of debate permitted which the good 
of the order shall require. The Chair respected & sustained 
by the brethren, and the brethren thus kindly and fraternally 
treated by the chair, we may hope that our deliberations will 
be productive of pleasure to ourselves and result in wholesome 
doings for the craft at large. 

Among the impressive duties imposed upon me is that of 
adhering to the Boob of Constitution and the By Laws of the 
Grand Lodge, and carefully to sustain the landmarks, usages 
& Customs of the Order. As the former may be written and 
the latter received, I am bound to enforce and preserve them. 
Let no complaints therefore, spring from my efforts in regard 
to the observance of the Buies & Begulations of the Grand 
Lodge. So long as they remain as they are, it is my province 
to carry them out. I am put here for that purpose and no 
good mason looking to the ceremony of my Installation would 
suggest an omission or departure from their letter or spirit. 
Nay he should be the first to rebuke me for my neglect and 
admonish me as to the future. 

The character must be kept sacred, its provisions firmly but 
fraternally administered, and so exacted as to inflict no wound 
upon the most sensative heart. Looking to our Supreme Law 
we should be careful not to infringe any of its provisions, or 
treat with indifference its slightest requisitions. 

Neglect in trifling points (If anything can deserve that name, 
which is made a part of our System of government) will soon 
lead to omissions of a graver character, until the feelings, of 
responsibility becomes blunted and discord and disorder ensue. 
Besides with what propriety can the Grand Lodge, as the Super- 
intendant of the Subordinate Lodges, complain of their omis- 
sions & irregularities if she herself fail to sett the example of 
harmony in her movements, and accuracy in her labors. 

She should be a pattern for the rest in her mode of doing 
business, her close adherence to fundamental rules, and the 
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marked respect she exhibits for that character by which she is 
regulated, the result of the wisdom of her purest and best men, 
tried, approved and accepted by the Order through Years of 
time. Coming through the ages which have preceeded us and 
transmitted from mind to mind and hand to hand, from the 
beginning of the world even until now, who does not perceive 
and feel that the land marks, usages and customs of the Order 
are a sacred trust to be guarded with sleepless vigilence, pre- 
served from invasion and alloy, and given in all their Sim- 
plicity & Beauty to those who are to follow us in ages to come 
even to the end. These may not be written, they are only 
spoken on Masonic Ground, beneath Masonic Skies, to Masonic 
ears. They constitute the mysteries of the Craft and must 
not as we value its usefulness and perpetuity be given to the 
stranger to our cermonies. They are the links of all time in 
our world, past, present and to come. Unite brethren with 
me in the effort to impart them as we received them, and as 
we received them to send them down to our successors and to 
maintain our Temple in the spirit of its origin and beauty of 
its architecture, as displayed in the broad blaze of true Masonic 
light. In so doing we shall imitate the bright examples of the 
Wise & good who have preceeded us in the Mysteries of our 
order, and by their well spent lives as men & Masons (for the 
good Mason is ever the good Man) strengthened its founda- 
tions causing them to hid defiance to the hand of time, beneath 
which all things crumble into dust, preserving the Lodge in 
the language of the immortal Washington “as a sanctuary for 
Brothers and a place for the virtuous.” It is the noblest work 
of human hands, its mission peace and love, sacred from its 
antiquity to which our faith and reverence are eminently due, 
and should be spontaneously rendered. 

Known to each other by those words & signs, which consti- 
tute some of the land marks of the Order, there is yet another 
tie to which I would fain call your attention, the cement as 
it were of the material of our noble edifice. Vain would be 
the association if it had nothing in it of a spiritual & heavenly 
character. We venerate the Supreme Architect of the Uni- 
verse as the source of light and life, and regard the terrestrial 
Lodge as a type of that not made with hands but immortal in 
the heavens. So impressed, and teaching that our Institution 
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is founded on the Bible, it becomes us to practise those virtues 
which may enhance the cause of morality and religion, here and 
fit us for the Grand Lodge above. The tie then, to which I 
would call your attention is made up of Faith, Hope & Charity. 

These are the leading objects of Masonry. They are the 
brightest stars of the Institution shedding a holy influence 
upon its labours in the cause of humanity. Cherish then 
these principles, and temper justice with mercy, bearing with 
fortitude the allotment of your condition. In your intercourse 
with each other, let fraternal love abound, give to charity the 
widest sweep, comfort the afflicted, relieve the distressed, and 
bind up the broken heart of the mourner. Bear with an erring 
brother, admonish him not only once, but often gently, kindly, 
& seek to win him back to the true path and so establish him 
in it by soft persuasion and convincing argument that he may 
stray no more. 

Acts like these are the Jewels of the order, they will speak 
trumpet tongued for us, not only here, but hereafter. They 
will make our institution the admiration of man, and let us 
humbly hope to win by them the approving smiles of heaven. 
The wise & prudent administration of the financial concerns 
of the Grand Lodge by my predecessors, has left nothing ma- 
terial for me to do in this branch of my duty, still I shall give 
this subject my careful attention & perfect, if there be any room 
for it, the work of abler hands than mine. With a permanent 
Charity Fund for the relief of the widow and orphans and a 
noble legacy, the interest of which is solely applied to benefit 
poor and deserving Masons, our ability to do good is a happy 
one, and we should indulge it to the utmost, permitting no 
tear to fall which our hands can stay, no suffering to continue, 
which we have the power to heal. 

The duty which lies upon us in respect to this legacy is one 
of the most sacred character. We are the trustees not merely 
for the living, but the dead. Eeposing confidence in our ability 
as well as disposition to deal justly, our deceased brother Girard 
has made us his almoners, he has cast on our shoulders the sacred 
mantle of his charity. Though dead he lives in the abundence 
of his Masonic Love, as manifested by this Monument of his 
beneficence, his spirit now freed from an earthly Lodge, could 
not forsake its terrestrial abode without imparting to the order 
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a convincing proof of his confidence in its usefulness, integrity 
and virtue. Hallowed then, be the deposit and may the fruit 
which springs from it under our care, be such as to justify his 
selection. May it be the source of relief, of comfort & of hap- 
piness to the afflicted but meretorious of our brethren, and so 
administered and distributed as to reflect credit upon the Grand 
Lodge and bring increased renown to the Masonic Fraternity, 
causing the Jewel of Charity to shine with a pure & holy lustre. 
Thus making my appearance in the East with these declarations 
upon my tongue and such feelings in my heart, I embark upon 
the career to which you have destined me by your confidence 
and your votes. I do not flatter myself with the vain expecta- 
tion that I am to live it out free from error, this is not the lot 
of humanity. But when errors occur I shall throw myself 
upon your indulgence, and invoke the shield of fraternal love, 
that noble feature of the Mystic tie, which should never be 
appealed to in vain. 

With a firm intention to perform the task allot ed me, in a 
decided but generous spirit, a deep devotion to the interests of 
the order and a veneration and attachment undying in its char- 
acter to its sublime origin & noble design, I ask for your Ma- 
sonic and Brotherly cooperation to the end that harmony may 
be seen in our councils. Order, Heavens first law, be respected 
and sustained, Love promoted and cherished, Charity welcomed 
and extended, and our noble institution further exalted in pros- 
perity and honor to the Glory of the Great Architect of uni- 
versal nature. 

On motion of Bro. Bayse Newcomb and seconded by Bro. 
Bichard Vaux it was unanimously Besolved, 

That the address just delivered by the Eight Worshipful 
Grand Master be referred to the Committee on Publication 
with instructions to have a sufficient number of Copies printed 
and done up in pamphlet form, and circulated amongst the 
Members. 

Grand Lodge Closed in peace at a £ to 1 O’clock.

To the E. Worshipful the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania and 

Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging. 

Friends and brethren, 

It is no doubt known to most of you that several applica- 
tions have been made by the fraternity in this district to the 
Eight Worshipful the Grand Master asking for the appoint- 
ment of a deputy Grand Master for this district and that these 
applications have been followed by his refusal to grant us what 
we thought a reasonable and proper request and his annexing 
this district to that composed of the Counties of Fayette & 
Greene. It was then thought expedient to call a meeting of 
the brethren that such action should be had upon the subject 
as might Lead to a satisfactory result. That meeting was well 
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attended, much interest in the matter submitted to it was 
manifested and great unanimity prevailed. After Mature 
deliberation a committee of five of the brethren was appointed 
and instructed again to address the Grand Master asking him 
respectfully but at the same time firmly to grant us our request. 
The committee thus Appointed drew up the letter to the Grand 
Master and presented it to the brethren at a meeing called for 
that purpose when it met with the approbation of all the 
brethren present. In that letter the Committee endeavoured 
to lay before the Grand Master such reasons as in their Judge- 
ment were best calculated to convince him of the Justice and 
propriety of our request and was transmitted by a brother well 
acquainted with our feelings and who would be able to answer 
any reasonable enquirey. The answer of the Grand Master 
called from us this address to you. 

It may perhaps seem somewhat Irregular to address the 
Grand Lodge upon a subject that properly belongs to the Grand 
Master alone and is under his direction and controul but we 
do so because in a converstion had with a brother of Lodge No. 
45, some days since, the Grand Master said, that Altho he was 
of opinion that there should be no more than Four districts in 
the State, he would forego his own opinion if the Grand Lodge 
thought otherwise and also because we knew that no one (cer- 
tainly no Mason) should set up his own judgement in opposi- 
tion to that of a number of his brethren understandingly and 
honestly expressed. 

For nearly Forty Years the County of Allegheny has had 
within her borders a resident D. D. G. M. The expiration of 
the term for which the last appointment was made having left 
the office vacant this Ancient district is dismembered and with- 
out nay against the consent and under the remonstrance of its 
members is annexed to the district composed of the Counties 
of Fayette and Greece. That this district in which is placed 
the Second City in the Commonwealth with its teeming thou- 
sands, its commanding position, its influence, its connexions 
with the Vallies of the Ohio and Mississippi and the great 
West, should be thought to insignificant to deserve even a 
deputy G. M. is scarcely credible, and not that alone it is an- 
nexed to another district, younger by many Years, inferior in 
population and influence on the cause of Masonry. We are 
22 
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told too by the Grand Master that he “does consider the ap- 
pointment we ask for either proper or at all necessary every 
purpose in regard to such an officer being easily effected through 
the D. D. G. M. at Brownsville.” Now let us not be misunder- 
stood as entertaining any the least disrespect for that district 
or the brother who holds the appointment D. D. G. M. there, 
any and every such feeling we utterly disclaim but we think we 
would be wanting in self respect did we not under the circum- 
stances of the case refuse an assent to such a Measure. 

For many Years this district has laboured under difficulties 
of various kinds no district in the State has suffered more from 
antimasonic wickidness than this and now when it is beginning 
to revive, where a true Masonic Spirit is found to prevail, when 
we are struggling to regain our strength and recover our lost 
influence to be cast off by the very Arm on which we hoped to 
lean, by the very hand from which we expected encouragement 
and aid causes us no little doubt and apprehension. We are 
told by the Grand Master that “the importance of D. D. G. M. 
is not apparent to him” and he thinks the appointment a mat- 
ter of small moment. If it be of small moment why not grant 
it, if its importance is not apparent to him, it is to us and it 
is on that account we require it. Indeed we have thought that 
if there were to be but two D. D. G. Masters in the State the 
district of which the City of Pittsburg is the head is entitled 
to one of them. 

The determination of the Craft here is we believe without 
exception, not to recognize our annexation to any other district 
but to maintain our own dignity by submitting to the incon- 
venience resulting from the want of a district D. Grand Master 
rather than accede to the terms that are offered us. Some would 
go further much further, but the majority of us are anxious, 
exceedingly anxious, for such a settlement of this question as 
may restore full confidence and esteem, that from the East to 
the West of our beloved Country brotherly love may abound 
and true Masonic harmony may prevail. 

We now ask you friends and brethren to interpose between 
us and the decision of the Grand Master, and by your kindly 
interference you may effect such an arrangement of this mat- 
ter, as may comport with the dignity of that office, and the duty 
we owe ourselves. We ask for no new thing, no special ad van- 
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tage nothing but what we have always had and what in all 
Justice we should be permitted to retain we think we ask for 
nothing of doubtful utility or that may tend in any way to the 
injury of Masonry, but we believe that it is useful, profitable 
and necessary that such an officer should reside in the City of 
Pittsburg, and that thereby the good of Masonry will be pro- 
moted the influence of its members increased and a general & 
wholesome spirit more extensively diffused.

The B. W. G. Master stated that on the 5 th day of March 
last he called a Lodge together for the purpose of conferring 
the degrees of Masonry upon the Bev d * Jo 8 - H. Wythe who 
had been highly recommended to him by a number of the 
Brethren. 
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There were present Bro s * James Page, W m * Whitney, John 
Thomson, W m * H. Adams, Grand Officers. 

Bro s * Aaron Samuels, Sam 1, Taylor, W m * M. Martin, Alex r - 
M c Cammon and James Simpson, Members of the Grand Lodge. 

Bro s Chandler, Leach, Chase, Sharp, the Rev 8 Tilbits & 
Planary, Visitors. 

The Lodge opened in Ancient form at £ to 4 O’c., P. M. 
when the Rev d * Jo 8 * H. Wythe being in waiting was introduced 
and had the degrees separately and properly conferred upon 
him in Ancient form by Brother William Whitney. 

When the Lodge closed in Harmony at 6 o’clock. 

The E. W. Grand Master was pleased to deliver the follow- 
ing address which was on Motion of Bro. Richard V aux ordered 
to be spread upon the Minutes, “viz:” 

Brethren, 

It was my intention at the last Grand Quarterly Com- 
munication to address you on subjects connected with the action 
of your Grand Master touching the interests of the Grand 
Lodge but circumstances prevented my doing so. In compli- 
ance with a promise then made, I now proceed to call your 
attention to matters which have transpired since I had the 
honour to preside over your Institution and which are destined 
to have a bearing upon the future prospects of the Grand Lodge. 

Among the first acts of my administration, were the appoint- 
ments which became necessary according to the regulations of 
the Ahiman Rezon. In making my selections I endeavoured 
so to act as to secure for the Order the Services of those who 
were skilled in the Craft, and who had manifested a devotion 
to the interests of Masonry, by a strict and faithful perform- 
ance of the duties which had been assigned to them by my pre- 
decessors. 

In some of the Masonic Districts I found that Situations had 
been held for Years without any return having been made to 
the Grand Lodge, and it was not to be disguised that the incum- 
bents had grown indifferent, and did not look upon the trust 
as requiring further attention. The Commissions of the 
deputies having according to Masonic usage expired with the 
retirement of the Officers issuing them, I determined not to 
reappoint any one of them unless assured that he had extended 
and would give proper attention to his charge. I accordingly 
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directed the Grand Secretary to address each to that effect and 
where returns were omitted to be made promptly. I declined 
continuing the district. The number therefore of these Dis- 
tricts was reduced from Eleven to Eight and the Counties 
heretofore possessing a Deputy were added to the next most 
convenient District, and notice was given to the Officer to whose 
District they were attached of the change and the increase of 
the Jurisdiction. 

The utility of so many Districts is to me extremely doubtful. 
Practically no good has resulted to the Order or the Grand 
Lodge from their existance. According to my view of the 
subject our jurisdiction should not at most have more than 
four Districts with a Deputy located centrally as to each. For 
all useful purposes these would be enough. It seems little 
short of absurdity to have a Deputy for a County, when per- 
haps not more than a single Lodge, at most two, are to be found 
within its limits and if this precedent is once set we shall have 
as many Deputies as there are Counties in the State, perhaps 
a deputy for each Lodge, besides the idea of Districts contem- 
plates a number of Lodges and it would be altogether incom- 
patible with the usages of the Order to have a Deputy con- 
trolling each worshipful Master, neither the principles of the 
Craft nor the dignity of the Grand Lodge (to say nothing of 
other considerations) requires this and I have determined to 
put a stop to the increase of these unnecessary appointments, 
and whenever the opportunity offers shall reduce the number 
to something like a proper & reasonable limit. It might be 
prudent to assume as a rule that a District should never be 
composed of a less number of Lodges than is required for the 
opening of the Grand Lodge. 

I had shortly after the commencement of the Masonic Year 
applications from various Counties for these appointments. 
Washington & Allegheny applied separately and an appoint- 
ment was asked for Adams, Cumberland, Franklin and Bed- 
ford Counties as a district & Lycoming & Clinton, but for 
the reasons assigned I declined making them attaching the 
Lodges in these Counties to existing Districts, this course 
seems not to be acceptable to the Brethren in Pittsburg and 
they applied to me in language not of the most courteous or 
Masonic kind, to recind what I had done, and give them a 
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Deputy for that County alone. After a careful review of my 
decision and satisfied that the precedent they asked would lead 
to innovations of a pernicious tendency I positively but respect- 
fully declined to do so. To concede this point as to one County, 
is to concede it as to the whole. In the absence of all evidence 
of the good which is to spring from this Multiplication of 
Officers merely nominal, I am not disposed to encounter the 
evil which is likely to spring from the example. 

In Pittsburg (until very recently) but a single Lodge has 
existed for Years past, within the last few months a second 
has been established. If a District Dep 7 ’ G. Master be neces- 
sary there, then as Washingtqn County has a Lodge such an 
appointment being asked for must be made as to it. Instead 
therefore of making two new deputies I attached these counties 
to the District composed of Payette & Greene under the Care 
of Bro. Gummert in each of which Counties there is a Lodge, 
and the residence of Bro. Gummert is nearly central as to the 
District, so that he has but Five Lodges to attend to and these 
it strikes me on the principle stated are few enough to con- 
stitute a District. 

For all purposes in which the action of a Deputy is required 
he is convenient enough and there should be no delay of which 
the fraternity could have reason to complain. The duty of 
Lecturing and working is seldom if ever attempted by any of 
these officers and perhaps it would be unreasonable to expect 
them to make a circuit for that purpose at their own Cost and 
the interruption of their business. They are therefore not of 
much use except as to granting dispensations. These they can 
extend but in two instances in entering, passing & Baising & 
Passing to the chair as to the former the exercise of their power 
should be seldom invoked, as it is contrary to the rules and in- 
terest of the Order to admit hastily and before usual probation. 
In the latter case direct application to the Grand Lodge would 
answer every purpose and be attended with little or no delay. 
The necessity therefore for such Officers as before remarked is 
not now apparent & practically it has been found that the 
appointment 'of so many has been productive of Little benefit 
to the Grand Lodge, certainly not enough to induce me to add 
to the number. 
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If all the duties required at the hands of Deputies were per- 
formed doubtless much good would result to the Craft at large 
from the appointment of a proper number of them. They 
should visit the Lodges in their respective districts, enquire 
into their condition and proceedings and give them Masonic 
advice and Instruction annually reporting the state of the 
Lodges and what each shall have done in his particular district, 
each Deputy has also the power to congregate the Members and 
Officers of the Lodges under his charge as often as he sees 
proper & should account for and pay over to the Grand Treas- 
urers all Monies received by him quarterly. While these 
things are required and the appointments are made in expecta- 
tion that they will be done, they are (with some honorable ex- 
ceptions) entirely overlooked and that which was intended to be 
a real trust now exists as a purely nominal one. The character 
and dignity of these appointments too would be greatly lessened 
by their increase. To possess any value in the eyes of our 
brethren and be made a source of honor to the craft they should 
be rendered difficult of attachment and made the reward only 
of those who by their practical Masonry and conceded eminence 
in the Order have shewn themselves worthy of the high trust. 
It may and will be questioned how far continued appointments 
is advisable. The honor is one which should be attainable at 
certain periods, and if two Years be looked upon as a sufficient 
possession of the high trust of E. W. Grand Master, it would 
seem to be but reasonable that his Deputies should retire with 
him and make way for other deserving brethren. 

In examining the records of the Grand Lodge the earliest 
trace of such an officer as District Deputy Grand Masters is 
found in the Month of October, 1827. It seems the Grand 
Lodge at that time by resolution requested the Grand Master 
to visit (either by himself or his officers) the different Lodges 
under his Jurisdiction with a view to inspection and connec- 
tion, but if such duty by reason of distance was found to be 
impracticable on the part of the Grand Master, he was further 
requested to appoint a Brother with full powers to perform 
such duty, and make report of his proceeding to the Grand 
Lodge. 

The Grand Master at the same time was further requested 
to divide the Countiy Lodges into districts, to appoint suitable 
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brethren to visit the different Lodges to (inspection and correc- 
tion, hut if such duty by reason of distance was found to be 
impracticable on the part of the Grand Master, he was further 
requested to appoint a brother with full power to perform such 
duty) inspect their labors and report annually their proceed- 
ings to the Grand Lodge. This was probably the Origin of 
these Appointments, and the resolution contemplates the divi- 
sion of Lodges into Districts not classing the Counties in that 
manner for the very obvious reason that in many of them there 
were no Lodges, but leaving the Matter as to the Number of 
Lodges to form a district entirely to the discretion of the Grand 
Master. This discretion has been exercised in various ways. 
There does not seem to have been any settled rule in regard to 
it each Grand Master acting according to his own view, so that 
we have the incongruity exhibited in some cases of a D. D. G. 
Master for a single County in which there is but a single Lodge, 
thus indirectly Suspending the Worshipful Master of the par- 
ticular Lodge. This is certainly a state of things it is most 
desirable to correct, and I have taken the first step to that end, 
uncertainty here as in everything else connected with our opera- 
tions should be. When once the point is settled as to the num- 
ber of Lodges necessary to form a District there can be no 
further difficulty. This should he done by a resolution of the 
Grand Lodge. There will then remain to the Grand Master 
the appointment of the necessary number of deputies and these 
should be (as I have before said) changed whenever a change 
takes place in the Appointing power, so as to bring the same 
principle into operation as to them which prevails in regard 
not only to the heads of the Subordinate Lodges hut the Great 
Head of the Craft. These uniform and periodical changes 
are believed to he of use to the Order, posts of distinction and of 
Honor, being thus made attainable, and not looked upon as 
tenures of a fixed and lasting nature. This hope of their pos- 
session stimulating to exertion and they are properly regarded 
as the fitting reward of those who distinguish themselves by 
their Zeal in the Cause of Masonry, and who stand pre-eminent 
among their brethren for teaching and example. 

In regard to the matter of dispensations I have laid down 
a rule from which I shall not be inclined to deviate unless very 
extraordinary cases are presented for the exercise of my power 
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in this respect the admission to the right and benefits of the 
order should be uniformly the same. No distinction should 
be made in favour of any class of our fellow citizens. All 
should be called upon to undergo the same probation, to travel 
the same road and whenever a departure is tolerated it is but 
the precedent for fresh applications and one more stone re- 
moved from that edifice the foundation and superstructure of 
which we are called upon to preserve entire. The power of 
the chair is great. It should therefore be exercised cautiously, 
wisely, permitting none of those guards which our predecessors 
have deemed it prudent to throw around the institution for its 
government and preservation to be overlooked or set aside while 
all without is change, our principles and land Marks are to 
continue the same. It is this which distinguishes the order 
from the rest of human institutions. Its antiquity is its pride, 
uniformity its character, adherance to land Marks its strength 
and prosperity. To confine the subordinate lodges to a strict 
and careful observance of their constitutional regulations 
would seem therefore to be an imperative duty. All applica- 
tions which seek to avoid their requirements, tend to diminish 
their force, and if too frequently granted, will make that weak 
and inefficient, which would otherwise prove to be strong and 
beneficial. The organic laws of each and all should be rigidly 
adhered too formas these are all based upon the elements of the 
Order and have received the formal Sanction of the Mother 
Lodge, nothing short of emergencies of the most pressing char- 
acter should be received by the Grand Master as a reason for 
Suspending their usual action, only when such emergencies 
become manifest and press themselves upon me with consider- 
able force, will I be inclined to exercise the dispensing power. 
It has been conceded only for extraordinary occasions and to 
these and none others should it be extended. No applications 
therefore need be looked upon as likely to prevail unless they 
are accompanied by peculiar features, such as are strong 
enough to bend a general and long established Masonic prin- 
ciple to a particular case and these cannot often occur. I have 
thus far granted few dispensations and refused several. My 
design is to let Masonic usage alone, to permit the wholesome 
regulations of the Craft to prevail, and on no account if pos- 
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sible to interrupt their course, hut rather see that what they 
require is performed by each and all. 

The practice into which some of the Subordinate Lodges 
have fallen of continuing their labours to an unseasonable hour 
of the night, requires a passing notice. This is not only in 
violation of an ancient custom and their own By Laws but it 
is unjust to the Grand Lodge. If there is more work than can 
be performed on one night there should be an adj d - meeting for 
the purpose of finishing their labours. This right in itself, 
is due to the Candidates, for they should be fully informed 
as they progress & the degrees not given in a hasty or imper- 
fect manner. The Grand Lodge by these delayed meetings 
is taxed to a considerable extent in the consumption of Gas, 
which causes this matter of expense to fall unequally upon 
the subordinate Lodges, some paying more in proportion for 
its use than others. This should not be, and may if the prac- 
tice be not reformed lead to greater abuses and induce serious 
complaints. 

A proper sense of justice will teach the brethren the necessity 
of being careful observers of those rules which are intended to 
preserve an equality among the Lodges in this particular and 
no dispensation will be allowed which may tend to relieve any 
Lodge from the burthen it should rightly bear. 

The Rules and regulations of the Grand Lodge now in force 
were adopted so far back as April, 1825, a period of more than 
Twenty Tears. They have been liable to modifications and 
changes ever since, for a simple resolution proposed & adopted 
at any Grand Quarterly Communication is enough for this pur- 
pose, and no doubt many of them since they were published 
have been qualified & altered but to what extent it is impossible 
to say, without a careful examination of the Minutes during 
the interim, embracing an immense amount of matter and 
requiring a great deal of time in the operation. It is to be 
regretted for the sake of accuracy and consistency, that these 
changes in our law have not been carefully noted and kept up, 
so as to form a safe book of reference for questions are con- 
stantly occurring that it is difficult to answer for want of such 
information. Whether any step is necessary on the part of 
the Grand Lodge to cause this defect in the mode of transact- 
ing our business to be remedied is for the brethren to deter- 
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mine. I merely call the matter to their attention as worthy 
of consideration, perhaps of action. 

The Grand Treasurer finding that he had a considerable 
balance in his hands, which the demands upon the Treasury 
did not require him to retain, consulted me in regard to the 
propriety of his investing the Sum of One Thousand dollars 
in Masonic Loan to be added to the Sinking Fund. I at once 
yielded to his suggestion and directed him to make the pur- 
chase, which he did, it meeting with my entire Sanction and 
the approval of the Chairman of the Committee on the Sink- 
ing Fund. In so acting I consulted not only the Interest of 
the Grand Lodge which has been advanced by this step, but per- 
formed a duty & contributed to the strength of the Sinking 
Fund set apart and pledged for the payment of our debt and 
which all our surplus revenue should be promptly assigned. 

The financial condition of the Grand Lodge is a matter of 
deep importance to the Craft, possessed of an absorbing interest 
and can never be adverted to without claiming your individual 
attention. To correctly understand the present as compared 
with our past condition in this particular it will be necessary 
to refer to the receipts and expenditures for a series of Years 
this mode would not be one of accuracy if we did not give each 
year its proper position, not charging upon one the expense 
which legitimately belong to another but leaving each to answer 
for itself so that the present may not be taxed for the future, 
nor the future he made to answer for the present; 

An examination of the Books of the Grand Lodge going 
back to 1842 and including that Year our then Annual receipts 

were, $14,001.21

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The very heavy income for 1842 was cause by the nett pro- 
ceeds received from the Trustees of the real Estate for the 
Chestnut Street property taken back from the Eranklin Insti- 
tute. 

For the purpose of getting at a fair average I recapitulate 
the receipts for the last Three Years as follows :

One third of this would be, $3635.28 

Add to this the nett income of the Chestnut St. Hall

It is believed however from the increase of business in the 
Subordinate Lodges, as they are generally in a flourishing state, 
that a larger amount annually than is here assumed will be 
realized hereafter. 

For the same three Years the Gross payments as shewn by 
the Books amounted to $26751.82. In this Sum however are 
included all the expenses for the Chestnut St. Hall for the 
same period of time for which the Grand Lodge is now exempt. 
These of course must be deducted to get the fair average of 
expenses for the same three Years. They amounted 

to, $6314.66 

excluding those of the Chestnut St. Hall, 

$20,437.16 

One third of this would be, $6812.38 

By the previous statement the receipts for the cur- 
rent Year may be safely assumed at, . . . $7885.28 

While the annual expenses of the G. L. upon the

Shewing a gain as compared with the three pro- 
ceeding Years of, . . . . . . . $1072.90 

It would seem therefore from the manner of treating the 
subject which is believed to be a correct one that the condition 
of the Grand Lodge is a sound and imposing one, having 
changed considerably for the better in a few months and that 
nothing more is required than an undisturbed state of that con- 
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dition for a period of some Four or Five Years more to place 
her in a perfectly independant attitude. By that time the 
Eeal Estate in Chestnut Street will become ripe for a Market 
and a sum realized for it that will enable her to extinguish her 
debt and so be relieved at once and forever from all anxiety 
on that score. 

This debt naturally excites an interest in the fraternity & 
it is not doubted that its final payment is an object which lies 
near to the heart of every brother. Contracted many years 
since for purely Masonic purposes, the interest has always been 
promptly paid thus preserving the character of the loan as a 
safe investment and sustaining the credit of the Institution 
far and wide, we have not failed therefore to keep the promises 
as we hope soon to redeem the pledges of our predecessors. 
It will indeed be a proud day for the order when we can point 
to and meet in an unincumbered temple and that day brethren 
I trust is not far distant ;we should all struggle for this most 
desirable object the subordinate Lodges doing their utmost to 
aid the Parent Lodge in this Consummation, for it is a Com- 
mon interest. In her exoneration from debt will cause their 
release from taxation except to a very limited amount, all will 
feel the benefit when the weight which is now pressing upon 
us comes to be removed and our labours, then free and unob- 
structed, may be wholly directed to the great ends of the fra- 
ternity in diffusing more widely and beneficially the blessings 
of Love and Charity.

To aid in the discharge of this heavy incumbrance a Sinking 
Fund was established some Years since. It is now made up 
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of 64 Shares of Masonic Loan and a small balance. To this 
fund prior to the last purchase by the Grand Treas r * The Grand 
Lodge owed interest up to the first of June, 1846 of 3031.70 
for nothing has been paid on this account since 1833 except 
$260 appropriated for the purchase of Three Shares Masonic 
Loan from Lodge No. 9 in 1842. If this Interest was paid 
then the sinking Fund would amount to $9432.45 instead of 
$6400.75 the value of the 64 Shares of Masonic loan above 
referred to. The Grand Lodge thus either way gets the bene- 
fit of it as she owes the interest to herself that is her actual 
debt is about $72,000 deducting the $6400 from $78401.98 
the Interest not paid up, with it discharged the actual debt 
would be reduced to about $69,000 from which is to be taken 
the recent purchase of $1,000 leaving the indebtedness of the 
Grand Lodge $68,000. 

The property and resources of the Grand Lodge are to be 
found in her real Estate in Chestnut Street and in the Hall 
her Annual Income and Special Funds. 

The estimated value of the Real Estate has been assumed 
as follows: 

Chestnut St. Hall, $110,000 

Third S*- Hall, 30,000 

Total, $140,000 

Deduct Liabilities, \ 68,000 

Apparent excess looking to Real Estate alone, . . $ 72,000 

The Grand Lodge has also specially appropriated and sacredly 
pledged The Girard Bequest equal to $30,000 and her own 
Charity Fund amounting to 4000 more. 

The balance in the hands of the Grand Treasurer on the 
27 th Dec 1 * last, was $1966.02 from which the $1000 were 
taken in aid of the Sinking Fund. I therefore repeat that 
we have nothing to do but to permit things to move on as they 
are now moving, and we have every reason to expect in a few 
short Years by the Sale of the Chestnut S t- Property we shall 
be entirely free from debt and have a handsome surplus to set 
apart for the good of the order. There is but one occurrence 
that could mar this expectation and that is the failure of the 
present lessee of the Chestnut Street property to comply with 
the terms of his lease. It is to be hoped that his experiment 
will answer and he be enabled to continue in Possession. The 
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exhibitions now given there are much improved in character 
and should he succeed the order will have great reason to con- 
gratulate itself upon the change which has been affected both 
in a Moral & pecuniary point of view. In the great object of 
the Extinguishment of our debt the Subordinate Lodges will 
as they always have done cordially Co-operate with the Mother 
Lodge promptly and faithfully discharging their dues and 
throwing into her possession the revenue which she is properly 
entitled to receive from them, they will minister to her pros- 
perity and in so doing promote their own. That which absolves^ 
her relieves them, a new impulse will be then given and the 
doors of our philanthrophy and benevolence be so widely spread 
that the afflicted & distressed of our brethren will find their’ 
entrance unobstructed and relief certain & sufficient. Hearts 
that beat with true impulses of Masonic Love will unite in this 
worthy object and strougle on till our efforts, be crowned with 
success and the Temple of our charity be placed upon a fair 
and lasting foundation. 

Since the last Grand Quarterly communication the condition 
of some of the Lodges in the interior appeared to require par- 
ticular investigation, under the instructions of the Grand Mas- 
ter the Grand Sec y * was directed to visit those at Mauch Chunck 
& Easton. In the performance of this Trust he left the City 
in the Month of April last and was absent some days. The 
duty assigned him was faithfully carried out and from the 
report made to me I gather the following particulars as to the 
Lodge at Mauch Chunck he having been present at its stated 
Meeting on the Evening of Saturday the 11 th of April last. 

The Members living at a distance were punctual in their 
attendance while those near seemed to be rather dilatory and 
lacking proper Masonic Zeal. Several Brethren formerly 
Members residing in the Town were very anxious that the 
Warrant should be taken away from the Lodge, but from the 
Zeal shewn by the present Worshipful Master and six or seven 
of the Brethren the Grand Secretary desired them to persevere 
and endeavour to bring the delinquent members up to their 
work or suspend them. 

Two of the former officers hold the funds of the Lodge (not 
a very large amount however) which they are either unable 
or unwilling to pay over to their Successors.

GRAND LODGE OR PENNSYLVANIA.

The Grand Secretary Installed the Jr. Warden and exempli- 
fied the Work as practised in the City Lodges. He was in- 
duced from the peculiar situation of the Lodge and the apparent 
want of good feeling among the brethren to read one of P. G. 
Master Chandlers address which treats of how pleasant a thing 
it is for Brethren to dwell together in unity, which was very 
kindly received by those who were present. The Grand Sec- 
retary expresses the hope that the seed thus sown may spring 
up and bear fruit an hundred fold, but he is sorry to add that 
from an examination of the Minutes it does appear that great 
want of Masonic Zeal and attention has been manifested by 
many of the members and unless the Lodge is firm with the 
delinquent Members he is of the opinion she will be obliged 
to Surrender her charter. 

The Lodge at Easton could not be got together as they meet 
in the room occupied by the Odd Fellows and on the night of 
his arrival the room was engaged. A number of the Brethren 
however conversed with him about the affairs of the Lodge and 
exhibited the Books. Here there is also an apparent want of 
proper Masonic Zeal. The representation made by the present 
Worshipful Master to the Grand Officers was found to be cor- 
rect by their records. 

The Lodge is without funds, all young members and under 
present circumstances unable to pay their back dues. They 
say that if their back dues be not remitted they will have to 
surrender their Charter. This measure had better be adopted. 

On his way up the Grand Secretary stopped at Pottsville 
and learned from the brethren that the Lodge in that place is 
in a thriving & Healthy Condition & that the Lodges in Read- 
ing & Orwigsburg are flourishing quite equal to the brightest 
days of the Order in this State. 

Among other matters enjoined upon the Grand Secretary 
was enquiry into the present condition of the Lodges in Bristol 
& Germantown rendered necessary by a Resolution passed at 
your last Quarterly Grand Communication. The former was 
instituted by warrant dated July 9, 1789, altho it had been 
in existance under a previous Warrant dated 15 March, 1780, 
Surrendered for the purpose of obtaining a Hew One under the 
Grand Lodge of Penns a< as then instituted and reorganized. 
This Lodge continued in existance for many years, when it 
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declined and the Meetings were discontinued but the Warrant 
was not surrendered. In 1812 an application was made to 
the Grand Lodge and permission granted for the Brethren to 
reopen the Lodge, as appears from an endorsement on the back 
of tiae Warrant. 

The books of the Grand Lodge shew that the account of No. 
25 was definitely settled on the 27 th December, 1831, leaving 
a balance due the Grand Lodge on that day of $125.20 which 
was carried to account of profit and loss. Dor many years 
past no returns have been made by this Lodge and she may now 
be considered defunct. During the time she was in existance 
however a certain lot of Ground situate in Cedar Street in 
Bristol, containing 85 ft. 9 in a front by 135 feet deep was 
purchased by contributions among the Members and intended 
solely for the use of the fraternity. The conveyance of this 
lot was originally made to Henry Desborough who on the 14 th 
of February, A. D. 1818, conveyed it to Isaac Pitcher, Louis 
Bache, D r * John Phillips, John J. Benezett and W m * F. Swift 
and the survivors and survivor of them in trixst (as it is known 
& admitted) for the benefit of Lodge No. 25 and Masonic pur- 
poses, but not so expressed on the face of the Deed, altho it is 
believed that a declaration as to the purposes for which the lot 
was conveyed to them was made by the said brethren, and is 
to be found on record at Doylestown. Subsequently to the 
purchase a Hall or building two Stories high was erected by 
the brethren duly dedicated to the services of the order, and 
occupied in that way untill circumstances again pressed the 
Lodge to relinquish its labours since which time, a period of 
about 22 Years nothing has been done. D r * John Phillips 
is believed to be the only surviving trustee and he has had the 
control of the lot & Building since the declension of the Lodge. 

There are no claims upon the property, it is occupied by the 
Odd fellows at a small rent and is said to be in good order and 
repair. Six only of the Members of Lodge No. 25 are now 
living. It would seem to me therefore that the property in 
question properly belongs to the Grand Lodge and that she 
should take such measures as would put her in complete pos- 
session and control of the same nor is it doubted that if proper 
application be made to the Surviving Trustee he would inter- 
pose any objection. I suggest therefore the appointment of an 
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appropriate Committee to take this matter in charge with full 
power to act as they shall deem most adviseable for the interest 
of the Grand Lodge. The Situation of another piece of prop- 
erty (in Germantown) which it is believed rightfully belongs 
to the Grand Lodge is of a more singular character than that 
to which I have just called your attention. The visit of the 
Grand Secretary to that place enabled him to furnish informa- 
tion as to the past & present position of Lodge N°- 81 ; Form- 
erly in a flourishing condition it is now prostrate. While in 
existance a lot of Ground Situate about 100 Yards above the 
first gate was given to it in trust by a Brother. This is 85 
ft. front and 200 ft. deep; its value supposed to be about 
$1200. The Lot is now in possession of Bro. Jacob Boop ? the 
last Worshipful Master, he has also the Warrant and other 
property of the Lodge. Some of the brethren there are anxious 
to revive the number and promised to make an effort to do so 
before the meeting of the Grand Lodge but nothing has been 
heard from them since. 

From the terms of the deed it would seem that the Lodge 
must be revived or a new one constituted before any transfer 
can be made of the property. 

From the Lodge no returns have been received since 1841. 
There was a balance then due the Grand Lodge of $22 and 
only 11 Members returned, no initiations since 1838. This 
case like that of Bristol requires attention and should be in- 
vestigated and arranged through the medium of the same or a 
similar committee. 

The pleasing duty of presenting to Past G. Master, William 
Barger, the sentiments & feelings of the Grand Lodge on his 
retirement from this chair evinced by resolutions unanimously 
adopted on S 1 * Johns day last, has been performed and our 
highly respected & esteemed Bro. is now in possession of this 
justly merited and handsome tribute of your respect and grati- 
tude. The Zeal he has ever shown for the Craft, his devotion 
to the principles of the order and the beauty and accuracy of 
his practical Masonry have won for him a place in oUr hearts, 
and he has now passed to take his station among those lights 
which continue to shine upon and do honour to our Institution, 
and to whose experience we may safely turn in all cases of 
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doubt & uncertainty to be set right and kept straight in the 
path of true Masonic action. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was resolved, that 
the property in Bristol as well as at Germantown be referred 
to the Trustees of the Charity Bund with power to employ 
counsel if requisite. 

Bro. Jo s * S. Eiley called up his Eesolution (directing the 
Grand Sec y ” &c.,) which was agreed to after being amended 
by Bro. William M. Martin as follows, viz: 

Eesolved, That Bro. Jo 8 - S. Eileys Eesolution be amended 
by Substituting the words each and every year from 1838 & 
1846 Inclusive. 

The following was offered by Bro. Jn°- W. M c Grath & 
adopted, viz: 

Eesolved, That the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania recognize 
ihe propriety and establish as a principle for her future govern- 
ment the necessity of having at least Five Subordinate Lodges 
to constitute a district and be entitled to the privilege of a 
deputy Grand Master. 

The following report was received, read and ordered to be 
filed. 

To the E. W. G. Lodge of Penns a - 

The Hall Committee Eeport that they have met as usual at 
the hall for the quarter ending the last of this Month and at- 
tended to the duties assigned them. The appartments (with 
the exception of one) continue occupied as they were at last 
report. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

Resolved, that the Grand Secretary be instructed to trans- 
mit to our Brethren of Lodge N°* 45 copies of these Resolu- 
tions.

After these rules were made & after the parties & Witnesses 
had been furnished with a duplicate Copy thereof and before 
the Committee had proceeded with the duties enjoined upon it, 
several queries were put to the Committee by one of the Wit- 
nesses, all of which were answered by the Committee while 
the parties were preparing to come before the Committee & 
while the first Witness on the part of the complainants was being 
examined, others of the Witnesses drew up & caused to be pre- 
sented to Tour Committee several written papers all of which 
are hereunto annexed Marked D. E. From the tenor of these 
several papers it appears to your committee that while the par- 
ties were satisfied with the mode of proceedure instituted, the 
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brethren, who were notified to attend before the Committee 
Simply, plainly and dispassionately to state their knowledge 
of the matters to be enquired into were dissatisfied. They 
complained that your committee could not make rules for their 
government as were made, not that these rules contained any 
thing in opposition to the constitution or By Laws of the B. 
W. Grand Lodge but, because the Witnesses who were the 
protestants, did not approve of the course of your Committee 
saw fit to adopt, regulating the Manner in which those Wit- 
nesses were to be examined. Instead of being witnesses they 
became voluntarily parties, and having no interest in the Matter 
before the Committee but to testify, they complained of the 
course of the co mm ittee while the parties themselves as far as 
your committee could judge from their Manner & conduct were 
fully Satisfied. 

The course your committee adopted was suggested solely by 
a regard for the best interests of the B*- W. G. Lodge. They 
thought then & still believe they had the right, representing 
as they did the B. W. the Grand Lodge for the time being, so 
far as their specific duties were concerned to make any rules 
not inconsistant with the constitution and By Laws of the 
Grand Lodge. 

In consideration of the protest signed by several highly re- 
spectable and valuable brethren, and being interrupted in their 
labours and by no means desirable task not sought by any of

W m * W. Smith, 
Deputy Grand Sec 7 - which appointment was approved by the 
Grand Lodge. 

The R 4, W. Grand Master was pleased to deliver the follow- 
ing eloquent and highly satisfactory Address, viz: 

Brethren, &c., 

Again called by your spontaneous action to preside over the 
destinies of the Grand Lodge, allow me again to thank you for 
your kindness and confidence. High and dignified as is the 
possession of this chair, it would want its chief attraction for 
me, if I did not think in the bestowal of the trust, I had Ma- 
sonic hearts a3 well as Masonic votes. To be looked upon 
merely as the Officer, and not the friend to be regarded solely 
as the chief, and not the Brother, to hold the power, without 
possessing the respect, commanding the esteem, and reposing 
in the love of the fraternity, would indeed be to retain a barron 
Scepter, since it would lack everything to make it desirable, 
make it as honourable or cause it to be productive of happy 
and fertilizing influences. It is not therefore the distinctions 
which kindles in my breast emotions of gratitude, and bids my 
lips speak thanks to one & all, it is the mode, the manner, the 
universal voice of this Grand Lodge by which I have been 
greeted at the end of my Masonic term ; indicating satisfaction 
for the past & trustfulness for the future. It is these, and 
above all your unsought for suffrages, your voluntary action at 
the ballot box, that demand as they now receive my sincere & 
deep felt acknowledgements. When I shall have passed from 
this chair the recollection of your courteous & fraternal treat- 
ment will often occur to my Memory long after the pride, so 
naturally excited by the honor which you have twice conferred, 
has waned with time & been diminished through Age and in- 
firmity. 

In entering upon my duties as Grand Master, I deeply felt 
responsibility which rested upon me & I firmly resolved to sup- 
port the principles of the Order, and adhere to its usages and 
land marks. I was bound by every obligation to preserve these 
inviolate, and where departures had occured through inad- 
vertance or otherwise to cause the error to be speedily repaired 
and see that it did not ofccur again. The safety of the Order 
is to be found in its simplicity, uniformity and consistency. 
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[[novations I regard as dangerous we pride ourselves on the 
antiquity of its origin, and point to our emblems now, as those 
of the Years that are buried in the past, and know that the 
tokens we exhibit and the Signs we understand, are the same 
which Millions of the mighty dead if Suddenly endowed with 
life and thrown upon the world would greet as familiars & 
recognize from one end of the Globe to the other. In these 
things there can be no improvement, they are not subject to 
the laws of change which more or less effect every other Insti- 
tution. We must transmit them as we received them for in 
this consists the vitality of Masonry. Alter this but a hairs 
breadth and the Order dies. It is the fire which is to burn in 
the Masonic world, until that Lodge not made with hands but 
i mm ortal in the heavens shall reign supreme & time give place 
to Eternity. 

How far I may have been successful in this effort, is not for 
me to declare, but I may be permitted to observe that the 
business of the Grand Lodge for the past Masonic Year ex- 
hibits uniformity, and gives evidence of increased usefulness 
& prosperity. A close observance of the rules laid down for 
its government, and those of the Subordinate Lodges has been 
exacted, and the dispensing power rarely exercised. The rights 
of the chair have been upheld & Subordination courteously but 
firmly enforced. In the manifestation of its power the Grand 
Lodge has ever exhibited paternal regard for the Lodges within 
her jurisdiction, and wherever she could with propriety respond 
to their requests for relief or safely gratify them in any matter 
of local arrangement she has done so. When however a sense 
of Justice to herself, or a due regard for the established prin- 
ciples of the Order has rendered a denial necessary, how ever 
unpleasant the task the duty has been performed. Experience 
has proven the Wisdom of former rules, and I shall not (unless 
convinced of their impolicy) be induced to alter them in the 
slightest particular. 

While therefore, we should all be careful to observe the ex- 
ternal forms of the Order, working upon the same plan and 
preserving the Material finish of our noble institution let uS 
not forget that which may fairly be considered as its spiritual 
character & without which we should be only cherishing the 
shadow while utterly destitute of the substance of its design. 
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Our Temple based upon Eeligion, is dedicated to Love & 
Charity. Here we bow (in humility) the knee to our God the 
Common father of all, the Supreme architect above in whom is 
every thing and without whom we are as dust & ashes. To 
those who put their trust in him we open the doors of our 
Mystery, and receive him as our brother by ties the most sacred 
and obligations deeply Solemn & impressive, and we so receive 
him, how important it is we should ever remember, that these 
ties and obligations can never be kept without the heart be 
wedded in Love & prone to charity. We can never permit (if 
in these respects we are sincerely impressed) our cold natures 
to sway us in our Masonic intercourse, while on the inside of 
the Lodge all should be kind and fraternal. When we go from 
it and mix in the active & tumultuous scenes of business life, 
there to we should not forget our duty to each other. The in- 
siduous remark, the slanderous expression or the open assault 
should be forborne. If the engagement of the Brother be not 
an idle ceremony of unmeaning words, Masonry must be in the 
heart as well as on the lips, it must be practical as well as 
theoretical and he who does not feel its holy influences whatever 
outward observances he may exhibit, but deceives himself, he 
cannot deceive others or stand acquitted in his own concience. 
He may be a man but he cannot be a brother, the work of re- 
generation with him has been of no avail, he has not cast off as 
he should have done those passions and prejudices which we are 
taught to throw aside when we enter this Temple, whose essence 
is Faith, Love & Charity, Faith in God, love & charity to all, 
but more especially to those who hail under the banner of our 
Order. This like the oriflamme of old should inspire the rev- 
erence and secure the devotion of those who belive in its origin 
and are the true worshippers of the principles which called 
it into existance & have so far preserved it pure and unstained 
to be the admiration of man and the protected of Heaven. The 
Virtues of Masonry may be summed up in the words Love & 
Charity. These can never be found where there is no Faith, 
and wanting this what can we hope, combined they make the 
Mystic tie. The heart without guile, and the tongue which 
scorns deceit, are the types of the Sincere brother. In the 
language of a Shining light of the Order “ Charity the bond of 
our Union and the governing principle of Masonry should for- 
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bid us to attribute unworthy motives to such as think and act 
differently from ourselves, while love should prompt us to shield 
a brother’s reputation from Scandal, and guard it as rigidly 
as we would our own. So acting each towards the other, the 
Lodge will exhibit as perfect harmony in its Mental action, as 
it displays of Symmetry in its Material proportions. Feelings 
of Mistrust will then diminish, discord cease to Mar your delib- 
erations, and the danger of disunion be avoided. 

It is only when we rise Superior to our Selfish motives, and 
curbe the rank passions of our natures, that we shew the ascend- 
ency of truth and the power of virtue, and prove that we have 
not invoked the sacred Oracles in Vain, that we have remem- 
bered and have obeyed their divine and Soul Subduing precepts. 
Let me then impress upon you Brethren the Culture of the 
kindlier feeling of the heart, so that ye may love one another 
in the Lodge and out of it, that envy, hatred, malice and all 
uncharitableness may be banished from among you, and your 
whole deportment shew how sweet it is to dwell together in 
amity. At the Grand Quarterly Communication in June last 
I took occasion to call your attention to the financial condition 
of the Grand Lodge and presented at the time a detailed state- 
ment of her means and liabilities which was printed and circu- 
lated among you. 

A reference to this at any time will give all the information 
desirable on that head so that a repetition becomes unnecessary. 
I am happy to have it in my power to say that the favourable 
anticipations then entertained of an increase in our revenue 
have been more than realized and we have reason to congratu- 
late ourselves upon the flattering aspect of affairs. 

A table of the receipts and payments for the Tear ending 
the 27 th inst. will make this manifest.

The change in the Policies of Insurance became necessary 
under a resolution of the Grand Lodge, because the companies 
Issuing them refused to permit certain buildings to be erected 
In front of the Old Hall. The amount returned was $1445, 
while that paid for effecting Hew Insurance elsewhere was but 
$1208, thus saving $237 by the operation. In the Statement 
to which I have referred, and which was presented to your 
Committee in June last, I estimated the receipts for the past 
Year at 7885.28. The above table shews them to have reached

but in as much as the Saving of Insurance & pay- 
ments in advance by Lodges H°* 3, 45, 138, 152 
& 190 are included they ought to be deducted in 
order to get at the true income, they amount to, $ 771.00

I underestimated the receipts nearly $900 and largely over- 
estimated the payments. 

This is truly gratifying and the like state of affairs may be 
looked for the coming Year. The Grand Lodge is in a Safe 
and improving condition. I have endeavoured so to exhibit 
her financial affairs as to enable every brother to understand 
them. If he does so he will discover much to rejoice in, and 
permit the quiet and simple action which has produced these 
results to remain undisturbed. 

All the Subordinate City Lodges have with great punctu- 
ality discharged their dues to the Grand Lodge for the past 
Year. 

The like attention has been exhibited by all the chapters 
and Mark Lodge with the exception of Chapter No. 52. The 
Country Lodges have not been unmindful of their duty to the 
parent Lodge there being but one in arrears over two Years, 
the others nearly all paid up, the balance remaining dues being 
of a trifling amount. Such conduct is highly commendable 
and it gives me real pleasure to bring it to your notice. 

In connexion with the subject of future income I may men- 
tion that a most Judicious arrangement has been made for 
improvements in front of the old Hall in Chestnut Street, in 
the erection of four very handsome and commodious stores 
without expense to the Grand Lodge. The party Building 
them to receive the rent for Three Years from their Comple- 
tion, after which they are to be for the benefit of the present 
lessee of the Old Hall to the end of his lease when they become 
our property. These stores are being rapidly Completed and 
when finished will not only be an ornament to the Street and 
Hall but in time prove a source of profit & add greatly to the 
revenue. 

The increased receipts from this source it is supposed will 
amount to at least Two Thousand Dollars per annum. A 
wide and amply sufficient approach from the Street is reserved 
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to the Main building, and it is now as available for all pur- 
poses of business and occupancy as it was before the alterations 
were made. In the course of my administrations of the affairs 
of the Grand Lodge I have had occasion to notice the frequent 
applications which were made to dispense with the ordinary 
rules for the purpose of individual accomodation. To these 
I have uniformly opposed a Stern denial, and shall continue 
to do so for the balance of my career as your Grand Master. 
The dispensing power ought never to be exercised except in 
cases of great emergency, such as sudden & unexpected de- 
partures from the country and when the end desired is calcu- 
lated to work benefit to the Order, and more good is likely to 
flow from the act itself, than evil in the example set. 

The wholesome usages of the craft must be regarded as para- 
mount, and great indeed should be the necessity which can 
justify a departure from them. General principles should not 
be slighted for isolated cases, and those who love the Order 
and consider its land marks as sacred will be slow to originate 
and backward in urging any innovation upon its honord and 
ancient customs. 

It may not be considered amiss to remind you how necessary 
it is for the union of the Craft within, and its honor without 
the Temple that you should be careful in your discourse among 
strangers about the doings of the Lodge. Great Mischief is 
sometimes caused by idle disputations before those from whom 
all knowledge of the concerns of the Brotherhood should be 
carefully kept. In this, in the language of Masonry “You 
are to act as becomes moral and wise men.” Do nothing to 
excite a prejudice in the minds' of Strangers, or create distrust 
among yourselves, and let the world see in your practices, that 
you neglect neither your business, nor your families, for this 
Masonry requires of no brother. It is only by attending 
carefully & honestly to the one, and providing amply and affec- 
tionately for the others that you give proof that you are en- 
titled to be looked upon as a worthy Member of the fraternity. 
Be just in your dealings with the world and to each other & 
forget not your obligations to the Lodges of which you are 
members. In each a strict observance to the Constitution & 
By Laws should be enforced. Licensed evasions of them are 
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productive of evil consequences. They encourage disengenu- 
ousness & end in disgrace and it would be better far better to 
erase a regulation from your code, than permit it to remain 
to be violated with impunity. In this respect I know of no 
more objectionable practice than that of taking due bills for 
dues, it is an unmasonic, a violation of your by laws and should 
be discontinued. The effect of it is still further to involve a 
brother in difficulty, and in the long run hopelessly embarrass 
him in his accounts with the Lodge. At all times attentive 
to the business of your own Lodge carefully promoting its 
interests, character and usefulness, you should be especially 
mindful of the manner in which you conduct yourselves towards 
the other branches of the fraternity. In your visits to them 
the utmost decorum should be exhibited, & all unseemly and 
impertinent intermeddling scrupulously avoided. Nothing is 
so apt to give offence as the disposition to pry into the business 
of other Lodges & make their proceedings the Subject of re- 
mark or censure. 

The brethren when visiting should give their serious atten- 
tion to the labours of the Lodge, eschewing private Committees 
and uncharitable conversation. They should keep in the body 
of the Lodge remaining no unnecessary time in the Tyler’s 
room, it should be free from interruption as candidates for 
admission must of necessity wait there, and should have no 
thoughtless remark or ill timed deportment to attract atten- 
tion, and unfit their minds for the imposing ceremonies they 
are about to witness. 

From the interior of the state the intelligence received is 
very gratifying. A new spirit seems to have been aroused 
and a more than ordinary Zeal manifested among the brethren 
in the various Districts. Keports have been received from the 
D. D. G. Masters, Bro 8, Benj n * Park, W m * B. Potts, C. P. 
Gummert, G. C. Welker, Henry Pettibone, B. Moderwell & 
S. Houston of a highly satisfactory kind. These officers have 
shewn the proper attention in the discharge of the duties 
assigned them & merit notice and thanks. I have not deemed 
it advisable to depart from the principle established by the 
Grand Lodge (June 1, 1846) that a district should not consist 
of a less number than 5 Lodges altho’ I have been applied to 
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for the appointment of a Deputy G. M. at Pittsburg. While 
I admit the pleasing evidences of the growth of the order in 
this portion of our Jurisdiction, I am not convinced of the 
necessity of departing from a general rule arrived at after 
much deliberation and grave reflection. Our friends there 
will perceive that altho this may for a time interfere with their 
wishes yet the general good of the Order is first to be Consulted. 
They will not be long in arriving at the conclusion that a proper 
limit as to the districts is absolutely necessary for the pros- 
perity of the craft, its dignity and a wise administration of the 
affairs of the Grand Lodge. The reasons assigned in my 
former address for declining the appointment still continue 
in their full force. A sense of duty compels me to maintain 
my original position on this question. Here as in other mat- 
ters consistancy is desirable. Principle is not to be sacrificed 
for fear of giving offence. In doing what is right we shall 
have no cause of regret, nor leave room for reproaches here- 
after. The authority and power of the Grand Lodge I will 
firmly but respectfully enforce and hope to. surrender them 
at least unimpaired to the body from whom I received them, 
if I shall have done nothing to establish them more firmly in 
the confidence and hearts of the brotherhood throughout our 
masonic Jurisdiction. 

In my inaugural address I took occasion to call your atten- 
tion to the means which the never to be forgotten generosity of 
our deceased brother Girard had placed at the disposal of the 
Grand Lodge for the purpose of benevolence and Charity. I 
looked forward with emotions of pride and pleasure to the 
great good which might spring from a judicious distribution 
of the Pund he had consecrated and now call your attention 
to it, well knowing that you will in common with me rejoice 
in the result and still more deeply cherish the memory of our 
departed brother. During the past Masonic year liberal relief 
has been extended to no less than 76 poor and respectable 
Masons. The distribution of the blessings of this noble charity 
was not of a local or confined character. They have been as 
widely diffused as the philanthrophy which prompted the be- 
quest was broad and liberal. The Sum of $1529.50 in all has 
been paid by the Stewards to the different applicants after a 
careful examination and it was divided as follows:

What a noble spectacle is thus exhibited what suffering and 
sorrow have been comforted and releived by this liberal outlay, 
and how must the Order rise in the estimation of the just and 
benevolent when they see such rich fruit springing from its 
teachings & duties. Charity here is something more than a 
name. It goes forth to visit the chamber of the sick with heal- 
ing upon its wings, or to bring peace to the pillow of the dying 
brother, and smooth his passage to the land which is “far awa.” 
May we never tire in the good work but Mourn with them that 
Mourn and rejoice with them that do rejoice, and be approved 
in our pilgrimage here to the end that we may be accepted 
hereafter. 

The duties of the Stewards are of an arduous character & 
faithfully performed. 

Engaged in a work of such true humanity and so strictly 
in accordance with Masonic obligation the best reward they 
can have and must receive, will be the approbation of their 
own conciences. 

The intercourse between this Grand Lodge and her Sister 
Lodges throughout the Union has been of the most agreeable 
character, and their several communications give evidence of 
the high state of the Craft in their respective Jurisdictions. 
The prospect of a representation of Grand Lodges in conven- 
tion started some years since, appears to be on the decline and 
it is to be hoped for the good of the Order & its perpetuity that 
it will be permitted to sleep forever. 

This Grand Lodge has mildly but uniformly and steadily 
refused to give it any countenance, and without any preten- 
sion to superior wisdom, she may well congratulate herself 
upon the safe and salutary course she adopted & which has 
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been approved of by some of her Sisters. Abroad and at home 
within our Jurisdiction the evidence of the onward & upward 
progress of the Institution are abundant and cheering, the mists 
of prejudice have been scattered by the sun of Truth and 
Reason & Justice point to and approve of our course and add 
votaries to the schrine of Masonic Faith & Masonic Virtue, 
where is ever to be found displayed that great light of Ma- 
sonry the Holy Bible, the only safe guide for Man. 

In conclusion permit me not only to ask you to bear the 
admonitions so fraternally given, in mind, but to express a hope 
that you will be convinced of Masonic truth and force, and 
manifest this by conforming to the suggestions which I have 
deemed it advisable for the peace and harmony of all, the 
prosperity of the Lodge and the honor of the craft to submit 
to your consideration. Relying upon the wisdom and intel- 
ligence of the Brethren and confidently assured of their sup- 
port and Co-operation in all measures which have a tendency 
to advance the character and promote the dignity of our time 
honored Institution, I approach the performance of my further 
duty with every feeling of delight and bright anticipations of 
a gratifying and happy termination of my labours under the 
directing hand of the Supreme Grand Master above who rules 
and sways for ever and ever.

To the R** W. G. L. of Penns** 

Sir and Bro s * 

I most respectfully represent to your honourable body that 
in the Year 1824 I had the pleasure & honor among others in 
applying to the Grand Lodge of Penns** for the Warrant of 
Cumberland Star Lodge, H°* 197, and which Warrant was 
intrusted to me as first Worshipful Master in which situation 
I served for two Years, when another was Elected and the 
Lodge continued to flourish until the great antimasonic excite- 
ment bore down upon it when some of the Brethren thought 
proper & in 1837 they closed the Lodge. In 1843 applica- 
tion was again made by me and others to the Grand Lodge of 
Penns** to renew the labours of the C. S. Lodge whereupon a 
Committee of the G. L. was appointed to enquire and consider 
the application which committee reported favourable of the 
application & all the applicants except three of whom I was 
one, that my case was held over for an apology or explanation 
in consequence of a statement made in a letter in 1839 by Bro. 
S. Elliot of Carlisle. So soon as that fact was made known 
to me I met as I usually did the Brethren & joint applicants 
including the three proposed and afterwards installed W. M. 
Jacob Squires to whom and in the presence of other Brethren 
I made a full & as I thought satisfactory Statement in explana- 
tion of all the matter spoken of or alluding to me in Bro. Elliots 
Letter, which explanation I thought would have been so re- 
ported to the Com e * of the G. Lodge by Bro. Squires. But it 
Seems no action was ever had on it and so the matter has rested 
until recently when I was induced to visit C. S. Lodge but to 
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my astonishment & Mortification was peremptorially refused 
to do so by the W. M. Bro. Squires to which refusal I made 
my respectful but solemn protest in as much as I was neither 
expelled or suspended nor knew no reason why I should be 
either & that I considered the proceedings unprecedented, un- 
justifiable & the grossest injustice to me.

In reply to your note of Saturday I am sorry to say it 
will not be in my power to comply with your request to day.

the prospect of which I intimated to your Eespected Grand 
Treasurer. 

In your Grand Lodge I am almost a Stranger and must sub- 
mit in silence to any course you may seem fit to adopt, yet at 
the same time I would respectfully ask the attention of the 
Grand Lodge to the Situation of the building prior to my 
lease compared with what it is at present time then ask whether 
I have not enhansed the value of the property five times the 
Sum that I am indebted to you. 

To render the Building tenantable for the purposes for which 
I leased it. I was compelled to expend upwards of Two 
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Thousand dollars a large portion of “which was expended in 
cleaning, painting and removing a collection of dirt of Ten 
Years Standing, together with many necessary repairs. Upon 
representing the condition of the building to you after my 
having leased it you told me to go on & do all that was re- 
quired & the Grand Lodge would bear a portion of the expenses. 

At the time of leasing the property I was told the Gas ar- 
rangements were complete & in order but scarcely one month 
after before the whole was condemned thereby causing me an 
additional expense of $500 or 600$. 

These circumstances in connection with the injury that my 
business necessarily suffered during the erection of the Stores 
in front of the Hall should at least entitle me to the consider- 
ation of your meeting.

I never told you any such thing nor gave you any such assur- 
ance you had your lease & knew its conditions. I never held 
any conversation with you upon the subject of the repairs, but 
I recollect once when you were complaining of the great hard- 
ships under which you were labouring, that I said I did not 
doubt if you made a proper representation to the Grand Lodge 
they would do all that was equitable and right in the matter, 
beyond this I never uttered even an opinion, much less give 
you authority or assurances, for I had no power to do either.

Washington, July 27, 1847. 

Sir and Bro., 

I have taken the liberty of addressing you on an important 
principle of Masonry, and in which our Lodge is deeply inter- 
ested. The facts of the case are these. A brother Mason 
hailing from Ireland & who has resided in this place some 25 
Years considers himself agrieved because I refused to admit 
him into the procession on the 24 th of June last. Prior to 
that date I had several conversations with him prior to this 
period to his irregular mode of living by indulging in intern- 
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perance, his reply was to me that he would sooner give up 
Masonry than using Alcoholic drinks. I then informed him 
that our Lodge had taken the right ground on the Subject of 
Temperance that while we allowed their use with a due re- 
straint yet we would hold every man responsible for a viola- 
tion, & that we went further we were determined to take Cog- 
nizance of the moral conduct of every mason residing within 
the bounds of Washington County. We hold to this principle 
that if Masons whether active Members or holding certificates 
residing among us & who have a right to claim our charities 
we have an absolute right to require them to live up to Masonic 
principles and privileges hence we hold we have a right to 
admonish a brother and if he will not hear us after being twice 
or thrice admonished then cut him off entirely as unworthy. 
The Grand Lecturer of the State of Ohio has informed me 
that this is the doctrine which governs them in that and the 
Western States, and we believe it is a good doctrine, Salutary 
doctrine just such doctrine as masons should teach & practice. 

Will you let me know your views & those of the Grand 
Lodge, as its decission will have a tendency to elevate our insti- 
tution in this part of our state or depress it. Our Lodge 
unanimously agree that we must frown down intemperance 
cost what it may. 

Your early and considerate answer will confer a favour.

Dear Sir and Bro., 

Business has prevented an earlier reply to your fav. of the 
27 th Ulto. 

I will briefly observe that a brother can only be deprived 
of the benefits of the order in two ways, by Suspension or 
Expulsion, the former temporary and for some neglect of local 
regulations, the latter permanent and for gross unmasonic Con- 
duct or immoral practices. Expulsion always to be preceeded 
by notice proof trial and condemnation according to Masonic 
usage and law. 

In the case to which you refer if the brother at the time 
was in a condition to take part in the procession, I do not 
think it was correct to exclude him but if he was inebriated 
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it was correct to deny him admission. If he is habitually 
intemperate & has declared that he prefers alcohol to Masonry, 
charges should at once he made against him and if proved to 
that extent would he sufficient to warrant his expulsion from 
the order and this is the true course to he taken, as against all 
such weak & erring brethren admonition that should he seven 
times tried failing to work reformation. 

I would remark that the order is one of forbearance not 
proscription, that our duty is rather to keep up than pull down 
a brother, in fine charity should be our precepter teaching us 
humility and a conciliating spirit of kindness, we should ab- 
stain for a long time before proceeding to extremes only trying 
these when the voice of persuasion and the pleadings of 
brotherly love fail and all hopes of reclaimation is at an end, 
even then the backsliding brother should have a fair & full & 
impartial trial. All harshness should be avoided and if he be 
cut off, let it be done more in sorrow than in anger. Masonry 
is practical charity, without this she is nothing.

The Grand Master Stated to the Grand Lodge that since 
the last Grand Quarterly Communication Mr. Peale the Lessee 
of the Masonic Hall in Chestnut St. had paid nearly all the 
rent due, but a small balance remaining. That he presented 
some claims which would require examination and might be 
found entitled to equitable consideration & allowance. 

Bro. John Thomson the Grand Treas r - made the following 
Statements, to wit: 
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E*- W. G. Master, 

I am informed that there has been some assertions made by 
a member of this Grand Lodge reflecting on the character of 
some of its officers which I feel it my duty to notice. 

I allude to Bro. Jo 8, H. Israeli who among other things has 
Stated That the first three men he would meet in the Street, 
or that he would find a boy between this and the Exchange 
that would manage the affairs of the Grand Lodge better than 
the present Grand Officers. 

This I would say, altho a mere matter of opinion on the part 
of the Brother, is such language as tends to throw discredit on 
the Grand Lodge, and is at the same time both unkind & 
unmasonic. 

But he has made other assertions respecting the condition 
of the G. Lodge and of Mismanagement and neglect of duty 
on the part of the Grand Officers which if uncontradicted 
might be supposed to be true. 

He has stigmatised the Loans of the Grand Lodge as the 
“rotten Masonic Loans and the Grand Lodge as a rotten Grand 
Lodge unable to pay her interest.” 

He has accused the Grand Officers of Neglect of duty in not 
taking the requisite security from the Grand Treasurer. All 
of which is untrue. 

I make this statement E** W. G. M. as several of the Sub- 
ordinate Lodges have investments in the loans of the Grand 
Lodge and reports of this kind if left uncontradicted would 
lead to mistrust on the part of the Loan holders and might 
result in injury to the Grand Lodge. 

On motion duly made and Seconded, Bro. Jn°* Thomson 
was requested to prefer charges in writing & Bro. Joseph H. 
Israel to be furnished with a Copy. 

When Bro. Jn°- Thomson furnished the following. 

Bro. Jo 8, H. Israel has stigmatised the Loans of the Grand 
Lodge as the rotten Masonic Loans and the Grand Lodge as a 
rotten concern unable to pay her interest. 

He has accused the Grand Officers of Neglect of duty in not 
taking the requisite security from the Grand Treas r * all of 
which is untrue. 

On motion the Charges were referred to a Committee of 
Three and the E 4 W. Grand Master appointed the following 
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Brethren, viz: Bro 8 - B. Newcomb, Alex. E. Dougherty and 
Cha 8- J. Henniss. 

On Motion duly made and Seconded, a number of Visiting

Your Trustees did not feel justified in leaving the large 
balances which from time to time accumulated in their hands 
unproductive in Bank without Benefit to any one. They be- 
lieved it would be at least as safe in the Six per cent Stock of 
this Grand Lodge and equally under its control and subject 
to its appropriation as in the vaults of a Bank. They have 
therefore from time to time as their reports from Year to 
Year shew whenever they found any considerable surplus in 
their hands after meeting the full appropriations of the Grand 
Lodge invested that Surpluss in the Stock of this Grand Lodge. 

The above Sum of $1414.07 they do not consider as any part 
of the principal Sum of $30,000, but simply a deposite of that 
amount in the Stock of the Grand Lodge, where it draws in- 
terest instead of a Deposite in the vaults of a Bank where it 
must of necessity .be wholly unproductive.

R t Worshipful Brother, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your official 
Communication advising me that I was unanimously Elected 
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an Honorary Member of the Grand Lodge of Penns a * at the 
Annual Grand Communication of that Body held at Philad a * 
on the 27 th day of, Dec., A. L. 5847. 

It was my priviledge on that occasion to be present for the 
first time in my life at a meeting of the Grand Lodge of my 
native State, and to associate with its members of the Frater- 
nity of My Native City. 

Whatever I have learned Sir of Masonry has been taught me 
within the walls of the Lodges of Ohio, a The beautiful Oriental 
light” there first broke in upon my “path of darkness” and 
there also, actuated as I believe by a “laudable curiosity” I 
pressed onward and upward in the exploration of the hidden 
Mysteries of Masonry until I was permitted to sit in the Temp- 
lar’s chair. 

It will Scarcely be supposed during the long period of my 
absence that I did not often turn with Yearning and affectionate 
interest to the doings of my brethren at Home. 

In the distant Western States there are many who like my- 
self hailing from this good old commonwealth have been accus- 
tomed to rejoice in every evidence, demonstrative of its pros- 
perity whether social, political or Masonic, who have watched 
with the deepest solicitude its numerous domestic trials & re- 
joiced over the triumphs of its progressive and exalted destiny. 

Separated though they be yet in heart and affection, they 
feel that they are still the children, and like the continental 
Emigrant they Send their pilgrim thoughts to the distant 
“Father Land.” 

Under the influence of such impulsive feelings as these, I am 
free to confess Sir, that when at your last meeting the distin- 
guished compliment of “Honorary Membership” in your Grand 
Lodge was in so flattering a Manner propounded, ratified and 
announced to me, I felt the total inadequacy of language to 
express my grateful appreciation of it, for most sensible am 
I, that it is no ordinary honor to be associated in Membership 
with the many eminent names that adorn your records, names 
illustrious for their actions in the field and in the Cabinet, in 
the Senate, the Pulpit, at the Bar and in the ranks of Philan- 
throphy, intelect and worth. Among a host of others there are 
perhaps few more endeared to the Fraternity of the States than 
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Him whose portrait hangs upon your walls. I allude of course 
to your own Girard , Merchant , Mariner and Mason . The 
Noble bequest he committed to your keeping for Masonic char- 
itable purposes has made hisj an honored and familiar name in 
every Grand & Subordinate Lodge in the union; while the 
Magnificent Structural, unsurpassed in architectural Symmetry 
and elegance by any production of ancient Greece or Rome at 
once the greatest ornament and pride of his adopted City will 
carry it down the Stream of Years hallowed by the blessings 
of the Widow and the Orphans, for centuries of time to come. 

To claim the right of association with such a Membership is 
indeed an honor that any man might be proud to possess. 

While then, I feel profoundly grateful, for the courteous dis- 
tinction that has been conferred upon me, I cannot for a mo- 
ment forget that I owe it entirely to the official station hereto- 
fore held by me, among the Fraternity in Ohio. For many 
consecutive years their kind and generous confidence invested 
me with the Supreme government of, that Masonic Jurisdiction, 
which was only severed by my removal from that State. 

If during this long period, any thing of distinctive merit has 
been allotted to my administration among my brethren abroad, 
I can only say that the Members of that Grand Lodge are more 
justly entitled to it than myself. 

Loyal and faithful to the principles of the order, wedded to 
its ancient constitutions and Scrupulously adhering to its time 
honoured Land Maries they have pursued the even, but onward 
tenor of their March, until they have now a representation if 
not among the first certainly Seconded to none of their Sister 
Lodges in point of respectability and influence. 

In adverting to my connection with this Masonic Govern- 
ment, I will surely be pardoned, if I have expressed the unal- 
loyed gratification & pleasure with which it is associated in my 
recollections. 

Truer & more devoted friends, I can never hope to meet 
again on Earth, and to know that during my long official Min- 
istrations among them, I possessed their affectionate unshaken 
confidence to the last, is one of the most cherished & pleasing 
reflections of my life. 

I cannot ever expect again to participate so actively in the 
labors of the Lodge Room, yet in availing myself of the dis- 
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tinctive privileges your Elevated Body has bestowed upon me, 
I will feel it both a pleasure and a duty to meet my brethren 
in Masonry, as a humble labourer & co-worker, whenever neces- 
sity requires & opportunity permits. 

In the touching valedictory address pronounced by the Emi- 
nent and enlightened Brother on last St. Johns day, as he 
retired from the Grand Mastership of your Lodge which he had 
filled with so much of honor to himself and of usefulness to 
the Craft, he took occasion to congratulate them upon the pros- 
perous condition of Masonry within his extensive Jurisdiction. 

I felt while listening to his eloquent remarks a gush of kin- 
dred emotion and Sympathy. Knowing how much similar 
causes have produced similar results in other fields of labor. I 
speak particularly of the distant Western States, with whose 
Masonic history I am more intimately acquainted. 

Like your own Sir they two have had their days of trial and 
their Seasons of depression and despondency. 

The bad passions of bad Men for a time obtained over them 
the dominancy, and under the influence of a distorted popular 
opinion the banners of the “Old Institution” trailed in the 
dust. I have myself Witnessed a period when in my own juris- 
diction, there had settled down upon our Lodges a frozen feel- 
ing of apathy, and indifference, and there was gathered around 
them a thick darkness as a funeral pall. 

But the night of inactivity speedily passed away, and now 
in every portion of those distant lands, up the Waters of the 
Missouri for a Thousand Miles, and over that magnificient 
stretch of country through which the Father Rivers winds his 
way to the deeper & broader Ocean, there are to be met Every 
Where Lodges & Chapters & Encampments of our order. Even 
upon the remotest frontiers of civilization, our hardy and en- 
terprizing brethren have planted “the Greater and the lesser 
lights” and the sound of the gavel is known. 

Prejudice has subsided, Ignorance has fled and the prin- 
ciples of Masonry have triumphed. 

In a wonderful short period of time this great and rapid 
change has been effected, with scarcely any Concerted action,’ 
simultaneous, universal and God grant that it may be perma- 
nent. 
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Never in any period of its history for the last Thousand 
Years, has the Masonic Institution so much attracted the re- 
spect & veneration of Mankind. The Society is now as Ele- 
vated in point of dignity and intellect as are the requirements 
necessary to Comprehend the vast range of its hidden Science. 
It has sometimes occurred to me in view of its present lofty 
position, that the God of our Fathers, who has benignantly 
Smiled upon our beloved institution through so many changes 
and troubles, Specially protecting and guarding its members, 
for they have been persecuted, but never abandoned, dispersed 
but not destroyed, they have been pursued with faggot and fire, 
hunted with hound & horse. Yet under every visissitude pre- 
serving their integrity, their allegiance, their loyalty and their 
traditionary knowledge , pure from the fountain head. I say 
in view of all these startling facts, it has sometimes seemed to 
me that Him who has so marvelously preserved the Institution 
unharmed and unscathed, where decrepitude and decay is the 
allotment of all earthly things, May have graciously intended 
through its instrumentality to bring about a destiny of Majestic 
importance and that it may be even Vouchsafed to us in these 
eventful times when the doings of centuries past are transcended 
by the operations of a single day, to witness its Crowning 
consumation and to acknowledge with humble but grateful 
hearts that before the Glory and moral excellance of the latter 
Temple the blazing golden gorgeousness of the First, is pale and 
lusterless. 

That the Institution has been sustained in a manner almost 
Miraculous, the most skeptical will admit, and its sudden and 
brilliant resuscitation from the Slumber of Years, is cause both 
of marvel & astonishment. We are living Sir, in Strange and 
as I have said, most eventful times, the foundations of antiquity 
upheaved, Mind is grappling with Mind and the thought which 
is generated travels upon the Lightning’s wings. Every fibre of 
the frame work of Social intercourse is vibrating and in mo- 
tion, change, rapid and sudden, is written upon all sublunary 
movements, and variance of opinion is producing Estrangement 
of feeling, if not disruption and dislocation of ties in all the 
associated relations of Life. 

The jarring elements that are at work will doubtless be 
hushed to peace when they shall have accomplished their ap- 
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pointed End, but human agency is employed to bring about 
Providential designs. 

Doubtless there will come a period of deep, profound and 
quiet calm ; but there must first go abroad & settle down upon 
the hearts and affections of Men, an influence, vast, universal, 
conservative and above suspicion, and where among all the asso- 
ciations under Heaven is there one so singularly endowed for 
such a purpose as our own ! 

Its principles are pure therefore Eternal. God Jevovah! as 
He has revealed himself to his creatures is the alone object of its 
constituted Worship, and around the altars we erect to his in- 
effable Name, there we gather together, as a sacred, solemn 
Brotherhood, the Men of every climate and country and religion 
and creed on the broad earth. There is therefore unity in its 
essence and oneness in its Strength, and surely it is not either 
fanciful or irreverent to suppose that the same Almighty Being 
who has blessed and protected it in all the vicissitudes of its 
lengthened life, may have appointed that through its instru- 
mentality and Us conservative universal influence, there may be 
accelerated some mighty movement in which the whole family 
of man shall be blessed. 

If such a supposition in its remotest bearings assumes the 
aspect of rationality, how condecending and gracious is the op- 
portunity which it presents, and how solemn & tremendous are 
the responsibilities involved in it ! 

But I feel that I have too long trespassed upon your time by 
remarks so extensive. In conclusion then I beg Sir through 
you to assure the Exalted Masonic Body, whose official Organ 
you are, that when I shall communicate to the M. W. G. Lodge 
of Ohio, the pleasing incidents of the 27 th of December “ult,” 
when I shall announce to them the honor you have bestowed, 
and the privileges you have conferred upon me, because of my 
identification with their past history, they will feelingly sym- 
pathise in the occurrence and consider the honor awarded to me, 
as but a reflection back upon them, and it will be the means if 
such a thing were possible of fixing an additional Bivit in that 
Mystic triple bond of fraternity, which neither time, nor dis- 
tance, nor Country, nor Sectional prejudice nor any other cause 
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save the ceasing to pulsate of the human heart, can ever Even

The Committee to whom was referred the Subject of the 
Hall in Chestnut Street beg leave respectfully to report, 

That your committee have given their continued and anxious 
attention to the Subject of their appointment and have been in- 
dividually and collectively animated with a single and sincere 
desire to protect the interest of the G. L. 

Various consultations on propositions submitted to your com- 
mittee have from time to time taken place some of which have 
not been satisfactory, as to others your committee have declined 
to take any action. 

On the first day of the present Month there appeared no hope 
of any other possible course but to permit the contents of the 
Hall to be sold by the Sheriff under executions in her hands, 
viz: 1 st ’ for about 800$ the 2 nd - the alleged debt due to the 
Trustees of the Bank of the U. S. and the execution for rent 
due the G. L. to be paid out of proceeds of the prior sale. 
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Tour Committee felt the force of the Opinion expressed by 
the G. L. at the time the Subject was referred to them that to 
sell out the contents of the Hall thereby destroy the present lease 
turning the building again upon the hands of the G. L. with 
the cost of putting it into repair for any use whatsoever was to 
be avoided if possible. 

This view has always had its weight with your committee 
and the propriety of continuing Mr. Peale in the Hall to the 
end of his lease if possible to be effected consistently with the 
interests of the G. L. has always been regarded as the best 
course the G. L. could adopt.

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I rise merely to make a short Statement of our position in 
relation to the Hall in Chestnut Street promising at some future 
day to give a more full report. 

It is well known to you all the difficulties we have had to 
contend with for the last two Years in endeavoring to get 
from the Tenant of the Hall; from time to time he put us 
off with promises until our patience was entirely exhausted. 
Various plans for an amicable arrangement were discussed and 
failed. We were then compelled to resort to more Severe meas- 
ures and in order to Secure the interest of the Grand Lodge, the 
only course left was to proceed against him by distress. There- 
fore under a judgement and Levy which was against him Sev- 
eral attempts were made to bring about a sale but owing to some 
trifling pretext or other they were postponed. 

The counsel for the claiment under whose judgement the 
Sales were advertised and postponed withdrew or stayed his 
judgement this enabled us to issue a Simple constables Levy 
under which we affected a sale for $4,000 the name of W m * 
F. Smith of Germantown Brother in Law to Mr. Peale was 
given through a certain Mr. Sowers as the purchaser but we 
were again disappointed as the purchaser failed to claim or 
make good his purchase. 

We had it again put up for sale on Friday last and in Self 
defence were obliged to purchase the same at $3,200. This 
Sum if realized will not cover one half the Bent calculated up 
to Dec r * 1 st and costs of Levys, Watchmens pay and counsel 
fees. 

This result was predicted in June last when the proposal from 
Mr. Peal for an extension of Credit was opposed as well the 
proposition for relinquishing the hold we had on the Masterdon 
and Collection of Paintings in the Museum which was in our 
opinion the Main Security the Grand Lodge had. 

I am forced from circumstances to look back to enable me to 
impress upon you more watchfullness and care in future. 

We have now got what is left of this once valuable collection 
& we must make the most of it. 

Mr. Peale agreed and did this day cancel the Lease and has 
given us possession of the Building the Collection to remain 
and he to receive the proceeds arrising therefrom until the 30 th 
33 
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of December, 1848, and if he pays the Grand Lodge by that 
time $3,800, he having this day paid $200, he is then to remove 
the collection. 

This being the Evening set apart by the rules and regulations 
of the Grand Lodge for the Election of its Officers.

To the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, 

Gentlemen, 

On the 3 rd ulto. Mr. Ingraham on behalf of Mr. Michael 
Bouvier and myself representing Mr. John Rea addressed a 
joint communication to the chairman of the Real Estate Com- 
mittee of the Grand Lodge on the Subject of a difficulty that 
had arrisen in the sale of the Mansion House property growing 
out of an apprehension that the Lodge asserted some rights 
therein. A Copy of this Communication is herewith enclosed 
and will obviate the necessity of my enlarging on the present 
occasion. 

My object at this time is to urge upon the Grand Lodge their 
early consideration and speedy action on the subject of the Com- 
munication referred to. 
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Mr. Rea claims as purchaser at Sheriff Sale under proceed- 
ings on a Mortgage dated July 11, 1827, given by Robert Kid 
and himself to the Philad a - Saving Fund Society. 

This Mortgage conveys a lot of ground on the west side of 
Third Street beginning at the distance of 126 feet Northward 
of Spruce Street and extending Northwardly on 3 d St. 62 f 4 - 4 
in. or thereabouts to ground of the said Robert Kid, being the 
same premises which the Washington Benevolent Society on the 
2 of July, 1827, conveyed to Kid and Rea as tenants in Com- 
mon. 

I am instructed that a measurement of the lines of the re- 
spective lots owned by Mr. Rea & this Lodge will shew that the 
South Wall of the Building known as the Washington Hall is 
considerably more than 4^ inches over the line of Mr. Rea’s 
Lot and to the extent of that Excess encroaches on Mr. Rea’s 
line. 

Mr. Rea conceives that he is Entitled to the full and com- 
plete enjoyment of all the ground included within his lines and 
consequently that he is entitled to remove all that portion of the 
South Wall of the Hall which encroaches on his line. This 
will of course include the projecting cornice, Spouts, &c. 

If the rights of the parties can be ascertained by a simple 
measurement of their respective Lots then there is or ought to 
be no difficulty in their immediate adjustment. 

If however the Lodge on consideration of the matter are of 
opinion than other Elements of right Exist, which cannot be 
ascertained by simple measurement, then it only remains for 
some impartial tribunal to settle the respective rights of the 
parties in the premises. 

A resort to litigation would.be attended with vexation and 
expense and delay on both sides and ought to be avoided if pos- 
sible. 

I cannot but entertain a hope that the Lodge on due consid- 
eration of the premises will interpose no difficulty in the way of 
the full Enjoyment by Mr. Rea of his rights as herein claimed. 

Should he be disappointed in this and it becomes necessary 
to Submit the question of right to a tribunal for decission, he 
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would propose that it be submitted to Horace Binney, Esq r ” 
whose decission should be final and binding on both parties.

The loss on receipts, & c., this year is attributable to the fail- 
ure of the Tenant of the Chestnut St. Hall to comply with his 
engagements. If they had been promptly met and no extra 
expenses incurred at least $4000 could have been added to the 
Sinking Fund.
